FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY — MARCH 1969(1) 

Farm cash receipts from farming operations during the first three months of 1969 totalled $993.0 
million. This represents a decrease of 2.9 per cent from the revised value of $1,023.1 million for 
the first quarter of 1968. However, as occurred during the first three months of 1968, Canadian Wheat 
Board payments on previous years' grain crops were only paid in one of the Prairie Provinces. In 1968, 
payments during the first quarter were only made in Alberta while this year they were limited to 
Saskatchewan. In effect, this means that comparison of total cash receipts for the first quarter of 
1969 with those of the corresponding period of 1968 is not entirely valid either for these two provinces 
or for the Canada total. 


Estimates of farmers' cash receipts from farming operations include income from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash 
advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural 
Stabilization Board. No allowance was made for the cost incurred by farmers in the production of the 
commodities sold. Estimates of expenses incurred by farmers in their farming operations together with 
total farm income are published annually in the DBS publication "Farm Net Income! (Catalogue No. 
21-202). 


Apart from the drop in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments mentioned above, the decline © 
in total returns reflects lower total cash receipts from the sale of wheat and barley, together with 
small decreases in income from hogs, sheep and lambs. Dairy supplementary payments were also below 
those for the first quarter of 1968. 


During the first three months of 1969, important increases in farm cash receipts over those 
for the same period a year ago were recorded for oats, flaxseed, tobacco, cattle and calves, dairy 
products, and poultry and eggs. During the same period, farmers received $28.3 million largely in 
the form of cash advances on farm-stored grains. This contrasts with the same period of 1968 when 
farmers repaid slightly more than $13 million advanced previously. 


Cash receipts were higher in all provinces except Alberta. The reduction.ain total receipts 
which occurred in this province is due, as mentioned previously, to the Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments on wheat being received in the first quarter of 1968 but not until the second 
quarter of 1969. Similarly, the increase in Saskatchewan is entirely due to a Wheat Board payment 
being received during the first quarter of this year, compared to 1968, when it was not paid out until 
the second quarter. The increases in farm cash receipts in the other provinces ranged from 5.3 per 
cent in Manitoba to 14.6 per cent in British Columbia. 


In addition to the above income, Canadian farmers also received supplementary payments amounting 
to $7.4 million, slightly below the $7.6 million received during the same period of 1968. These 
payments consist of those made under provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, and for 1969, those 
made to sugar beet growers in Ontario. When added together, farmers' cash receipts from farming 
operations and supplementary payments give a value of $1,000.5 million, almost three per cent below the 
estimate of $1,030.7 million for the first quarter of 1968. 


Field Crops — Total cash receipts from field crops, including Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments and net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, amounted to $374.8 million 

for the January to March period of 1969. As explained above, due to differences in timing of Canadian 
Wheat Board payments this is not entirely comparable with the 1968 first-quarter value of $449.0 
million. 


The major decline in crop receipts occurred for wheat where total returns to producers at the 
time of delivery were down by almost $60 million; falling from $154.2 million in the first quarter of 
1968 to $94.3 million for the same period of 1969. As a result of larger marketings, cash receipts 
from oats more than doubled, rising from $5.1 million in 1968 to $13.0 million this year. While 
marketings of barley were similar for both periods, lower average 1969 prices resulted in a decreased 
income from this source. A very substantial increase occurred in marketings of flaxseed during the 
first three months of this year compared to the same period of 1968, resulting in returns increasing 
from $2.9 million to $15.7 million. An increase was also reported for the value of sales of tobacco 
which rose by 7.6 per cent from $94.1 million in 1968 to $101.3 million for the first three months of 
this year. 


Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' oat crops declined from $8.4 
million in 1968 to $4.8 million for the January — March period of 1969. For barley, the decline was 


even greater and payments for the same period dropped from $35.9 million in 1968 to $3.5 million in 
1969.

Livestock and Livestock Products — During the first three months of 1969 total cash receipts to farmers 
from the sale of livestock and livestock products amounted to $596.9 million, almost 8 per cent above 
the 1968 first-quarter estimate of $552.7 million. Higher prices for cattle and calves together with 
increased marketings provided total cash receipts from this source of $251.9 million compared with 
$232.4 million a year earlier. For dairy products, larger marketings and higher prices led to receipts 
climbing to $129.8 million from $122.0 million in 1968. 


Total receipts from the sale of poultry products rose to $95.3 million this year. For eges, 
prices rose in response to a decline in production to give total cash returns of $47.4 million; a gain 
of $9.1 million over the 1968 estimate. Returns to poultry meat producers rose from $40.8 million in 
1968 to $47.8 million for the first quarter of this year. Although prices received by hog producers 
for their product were higher than a year earlier, the decline in marketings resulted in income from 
this source being very similar for both periods. Higher prices for sheep and lambs were more than 


offset by a decrease in marketings and receipts from this source declined from $2.1 million to $1.8 
million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of 
agricultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to 
value all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses 
and premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Many sources of information are used in the preparation of these estimates. These include the 


Censuses of Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and 
animal products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys 
of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics 


arising out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and 
Provincial.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY - JUNE 1969(1) 


Preliminary estimates indicate that, during the first six months of 1969, farmers' total cash 
receipts from farming operations reached $1,903.1 million, about 10 per cent below the revised value 
of $2,134.6 million realized during the first half of 1968. Included in these estimates are cash 
receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years! 
grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments made by 
the Agricultural Stabilization Board and supplementary payments to dairy producers. No deduction was 
made for the cost incurred by farmers in the production of the commodities sold. Estimates of the 
expenses incurred in farming operations together with total farm income are published annually in the 
DBS publication "Farm Net Income" (Catalogue No. 21-202). 


The decrease in total farm cash receipts between the first half of 1968 and the corresponding 
period of this year is largely attributable to lower Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on 
previous years! grain crops and a substantial decline in cash receipts from the sale of wheat. This 
decrease in cash receipts was partially offset by a greater value of sales of oats, flaxseed, tobacco, 
hogs, dairy products, poultry products, and a slight increase in returns from cattle and calves. 
Repayments of cash advances on farm-stored grains were also much lower at $2.0 million for the January- 
June period of the year compared to $20.1 million for the same period of 1968. 


Reflecting the decline in the Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and receipts from the 
sale of wheat, farm cash receipts in the Prairie provinces dropped appreciatively. This was most 
noticeable in Saskatchewan where receipts fell from $512.1 million in 1968 to $308.3 million this year, 
a decline of 39.8 per cent. For Alberta and Manitoba, the decline was 20.8 and 13.6 per cent respecti- 
vely. Cash receipts were higher in all other provinces, with the highest percentage increase being 
exhibited by Nova Scotia with a gain of 17.4 per cent. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received supplementary payments amounting to $8.2 
million during the first half of 1969 compared to $7.8 million for the January-June period of 1968. 
These payments consist of those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and for 
1969, those made to sugar beet growers in Ontario. When added, farm cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions and supplementary payments totalled $1,911.3 million, more than $200 million below the estimate 
Of S2gl42),3. mill onmrormbo6ae 


Field Crops — It is estimated that, during the first six months of 1969, Canadian farmers received a 
total of $623.4 million from the sale of field crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. This is 32.5 per cent below the $924.0 
million received during the corresponding period of 1968. This decline reflects for the most part 
lower total receipts from the sale of wheat and much lower Canadian Wheat Board payments on previous 
years! grain crops. These field crop returns for the first half of 1969 accounted for 32.8 per cent 
of farmers! total cash receipts from farming operations compared to 43.3 per cent last year. 


Farmers! returns from wheat at the time of delivery declined more than any other commodity, 
falling from $303.8 million for the first six months of 1968 to $241.1 million this year. This drop 
in value results from smaller quantities marketed at lower average prices. As a result of considerably 
larger marketings, cash receipts from oats doubled in rising from $11.6 million in 1968 to $23.2 
million this year. Receipts from flaxseed marketings showed a very substantial increase for the first 
half of this year compared to the same period of 1968. Although the average price received was lower 
than in 1968, marketings more than quadrupled causing receipts to advance from $6.0 million last year 
to a first-half value for this year of $23.2 million. Small increases in cash receipts were also 
registered for rapeseed, corn and potatoes, while sugar beets rose from $1.9 million for the first half 
of 1968 to $2.9 million this year. 


Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' wheat, oat and barley crops 
declined markedly. For wheat, payments fell from $315.3 million for the January-June period of 1968 
to $60.2 million this year, for oats the fall was from $8.4 million in 1968 to $4.8 million while 
barley declined from $35.9 million to $3.5 million. This decrease is due to smaller total final 
payments on the 1967 crop relative to those made last year on the 1966 crop. These smaller payments 
reflect a reduction in both the per bushel payments and the marketings on which the payments were made.

Livestock and Livestock Products — Total cash returns to producers of livestock and livestock products 
during the first half of 1969 were 6.1 per cent above the level for the corresponding period of 1968. 
Estimated at $1,232.6 million they accounted for 64.8 per cent of total receipts from farming operations. 
Although marketings of cattle and calves declined slightly, this reduction was more than offset by 
higher prices resulting in cash returns rising slightly from $472.8 million to $474.9 million. Receipts 
from hogs rose by 10.2 per cent from $197.6 million last year to $217.6 million for the first six 

months of 1969. This increase is due to a rise in prices more than offsetting a decline in marketings. 
Both dairy product prices and marketings rose during the first six months of 1969 resulting ina 5.1 

per cent increase in returns from this source. In addition to these returns, dairy producers received 
supplementary payments amounting to $27.0 million, little changed from the $28.7 million received 

during the first half of 1968. Returns to poultry meat producers increased from $87.2 million to 

$101.4 million as a result of increased quantities marketed. Receipts from the sale of eggs in 1969 
were also higher at $93.3 million compared to $76.4 million for the first half of 1968; the higher 
prices this year more than offsetting a small decline in marketings. Cash receipts from sheep and 

lambs showed a small decline falling from $3.1 million to $2.6 million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of 
agricultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to 
value all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses 
and premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Many sources of information are used in the preparation of these estimates. These include the 
Censuses of Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and 
animal products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys 
of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and 
Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY — SEPTEMBER, 1969(1) 

It is estimated that during the first nine months of 1969, cash receipts from farming operations 
totalled $3,087.5 million, 2.9 per cent below the $3,179.7 million realized during the corresponding 
period of 1968. Included in these estimates are cash receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian 
Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and supple- 
mentary payments to dairy producers. No deduction was made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. Estimates of the expenses involved in farming operations, together 
with total farm income, are published annually in the DBS publication ''Farm Net Income" (Catalogue 
No, 21-202). 


The decline in cash receipts for the first nine months of 1969, compared to the same period of 
1968, is attributable mainly to a substantial decrease in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years! grain crops and a lesser decline in the value of sales of wheat and rye, together 
with lower dairy supplementary payments. Partially offsetting these declines were increased returns 
from oats, flaxseed, rapeseed, corn, tobacco, hogs, dairy products, and poultry and eggs. In addition, 
reflecting the establishment of new maximum levels, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada were considerably higher than in the same period of the previous year. 


Due mainly to lower participation payments on previous years' grain crops and a decline in the 
returns from the sale of wheat, farmers' cash returns in Saskatchewan and Alberta fell by 19.2 and 11.7 
per cent respectively. In Manitoba the decline in participation payments was largely offset by in- 
creased receipts from oats and flaxseed, together with a small rise in the value of sales of livestock 
and livestock products. A large increase occurred in Nova Scotia with farm cash receipts 13.5 per cent 
above those earned in the January to September period of 1968. Aimost all farm products contributed 
to this increase. In the other provinces the gains registered varied from 3.7 per cent in British 
Columbia to 8.7 per cent in Prince Edward Island. 


In addition to the above income farmers received supplementary payments amounting to $9.1 
million during the January to September period of 1969, compared to $7.8 million received in the 
previous year. For 1968 these payments consisted entirely of those made under the provisions of the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act. In 1969 payments to sugar beet growers in Ontario are also included. 
When added together, farm cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary payments total 
$3,096.6 million, 2.9 per cent below the 1968 level of $3,187.5 million. 


Field Crops. — During the first nine months of 1969, farmers' cash returns: from field crops, 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada 
amounted to $1,099.0 million. This estimate is 13.6 per cent below the value of Sl 27225; Liter Lor 
the same period a year ago and accounts for 35.6 per cent of total cash receipts from farming oper- 
ations. Smaller receipts from wheat, barley, rye, soybeans and vegetables, together with a decrease 
in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' wheat, oats and barley crops more 
than offset increased cash returns from oats, flaxseed, rapeseed, corn, sugar beets, potatoes, tobacco, 
fruit and the extremely large increase in net cash advances on farm-stored grains. 


Cash receipts to farmers from wheat at the time of delivery totalled $422.6 million for the 
1969 period, 5.8 per cent below the $448.8 million received during the first nine months of 1968. A 
slight increase in marketings was more than offset by a lowering of average prices received. Although 
marketings of barley increased over last year's level, the decline in prices received by farmers was 
sufficient to result in slightly lower returns being obtained from this crop. 


Farmers! marketings of rye during the January to September period of 1969 were lower than in 
the same period of last year which, together with a slightly lower price, resulted in a considerable 
drop in cash returns from this crop. Lower average soybean prices combined with considerably lower 
marketings to lead to the value of sales dropping below last year's level. However, of major im- 
portance in the decline in cash receipts from field crops during the first nine months of 1969 compared 
to a similar period in the previous year was the fall in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. 
Payments on previous years! wheat crops at $60.2 million are much below the $315.3 million paid during 
1968. For oats, payments declined from $8.4 million in 1968 to a value of $4.8 million this year. 
Barley payments this year are estimated at $3.5 million, only about 10 per cent of the 1968 level of 
$35.9 million. These smaller payments reflect a reduction in both the per bushel payments and the 
marketings on which such payments are made. 


The most important offset to the previously mentioned declines was caused by a large increase 
in net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada. During the first nine months of 1968 
farmers made net repayments of $5.0 million. In contrast, during the same period of 1969, advances to

farmers rose to $93.1 million. An increase in receipts occurred from the sale of oats which rose from 
$18.6 million in 1968 to $28.9 million this year. Higher marketings more than compensated for a drop 

in average prices. Similarly, farmers' marketings of flaxseed were much greater during the January to 
September period of 1969 compared to 1968. This increase in quantity was sold at slightly lower prices 
and resulted in receipts rising from $8.8 million to $34.3 million. For rapeseed, prices were little 
different in the two periods but with larger marketings during 1969 cash receipts from this crop showed 
an increase. In marketing a larger crop at higher average prices corn producers also saw their receipts 
rising above the 1968 level. With an increase both in quantity marketed an average prices received, 
cash receipts from the sale of tobacco totalled $101.5 million, 7.8 per cent above the $°4.1 million 
received a year earlier. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and livestock 
products amounted to $1,906.3 million for the first nine months of 1969, 5.4 per cent above the estimate 
of $1,809.3 million for the same months in 1968. For 1969, this amount represents 61.7 per cent of 
farmers! total receipts from farming operations. Although average prices of cattle and calves were 
higher in 1969 than in 1968, lower marketings led to cash receipts declining slightly from $709.4 
million to $707.9 million. In spite of lower hog marketings during the first nine months of 1969, 
higher prices resulted in cash receipts from this source reaching $329.1 million, 9.8 per cent above 
receipts of $299.8 million for the January to September period of 1968. With both quantity marketed 
and average prices for dairy products rising during 1969 returns to dairy producers increased by 5.0 
per cent to $515.6 million. 


Marketings of eggs to the end of September, together with prices received, were above the 1968 
levels and provided an income of $135.9 million compared to $115.4 million for the first nine months of 
1968. Returns from poultry sales also increased, reaching $179.9 million, 13.6 per cent above the 
previous year's level. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of 
agricultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to 
value all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses 
and premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Many sources of information are used in the preparation of these estimates. These include the 
Censuses of Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and 
animal products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys 
of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and 
Provincial.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS, 1969(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by province, estimates of farm cash receipts from 
farming operations for the calendar year 1969. As a result of more up-to-date information becoming 
available in recent weeks, the provincial and Canada totals contained herein for 1969 differ slightly 
from those presented in the preliminary report published in April. Included in this report are cash 
receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous 
years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments 
made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and supplementary payments outlined below. No deductions 
have been made for the cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates of expenses involved in 
farming operations together with total farm income are published annually in the DBS publication 
"Farm Net Income" (Catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 1969, excluding supplementary payments, are 
now estimated at $4,195.6 million for Canada. This estimate is 3.7 per cent below the value of 
$4,355.2 million obtained in 1968 but 3.4 per cent above the average for the five-year period 1964-68. 
This decrease in cash receipts can be attributed for the most part to lower returns from wheat and 
Canadian Wneat Board participation payments being only partially offset by increased receipts from 
the sale of most of the items included in livestock and livestock products. 


While the Maritime Provinces, Quebec and Ontario showed increases in total cash receipts 
ranging from 3.7 per cent in Ontario to 14.6 per cent in Nova Scotia, estimates for thes Praimves Pro= 
vinees and British Columbia were lower than for 1968. The greatest decline occurred in Saskatchewan 
where total cash receipts fell by almost 20 per cent. In Manitoba and Alberta the fall was 3.3 per 
cent and 8.9 per cent respectively while in British Columbia the decline was only 1.8 per cent. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also received supplementary payments amounting to 
$9.9 million compared to $8.0 million in 1968. For 1968, these payments consisted entirely of those 
made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act while in 1969 payments to sugar beet 
growers in Ontario are also included. When added together farm cash receipts from farming operations 
and supplementary payments total $4,205.5 million in 1969, 3.6 per cent below the estimate of 
$4,363.2 million in 1968. 


Field Crops. — During 1969, farmers! total returns from the sale of field crops, cash advan- 
ces on farm-stored grains in Western Canada and Canadian Wheat Board payments amounted to $1,479.4 
million, 14.7 per cent below the 1968 level of $1,734.8 million. This estimate, representing as it 
does about 35 per cent of farmers total cash receipts from farming operations, is a fairly large 
decline from the almost 40 per cent share in 1968. he decline in field crop returns is mainly due 
to considerably lower Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops 
together with lower returns from the sale of wheat. 


With both marketings and average initial prices of wheat below those prevailing during the 
previous year, returns from this source fell by slightly more than $125.0 million, representing a 
decline of 20.8 per cent. Although average prices of oats and barley at time of delivery were also 
lower than during 1968, increased marketings of both of these grains more than offset the lower 
prices resulting in increased returns to the farmer. Receipts from flaxseed marketings more than 
doubled during 1969 compared to the previous year. Although the average price received was lower in 
1968, the very large increase in marketings caused receipts to rise from $26.4 million in 1968 to a 
value of $57.0 million. Returns to rapeseed producers were also higher in 1969 than in the previous 
year. Higher prices together with increased marketings resulted in cash receipts from this source 
rising from $33.2 million in 1968 to $50.5 million in 1969. Smaller increases in cash receipts were 
also registered for corn, sugar beets and tobacco while potatoes rose from $61.3 million in 1968 to 
$67.0 million in 1969. 


Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' wheat, oat and barley crops 
declined markedly. For wheat, payments fell from $315.3 million in 1968 to $60.2 million in 1969. 
For oats, the decline was from $8.4 million in 1968 to $4.8 million while barley fell from $35.9 
million to $3.5 million. This decline is due to smaller total final payments on the 1967 crop rela- 
tive to those made in 1968 on the 1966 crop. These smaller payments reflect a reduction in the per 
bushel payments and the marketings on which the payments were made. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock 


and livestock products in 1969 amounted to $2,603.0 million, 4.8 per cent above the 1968 level of 
$2,483.4 million. Lower marketings of cattle and calves in 1969 compared to 1968 were only partly

offset by higher prices and cash receipts declined from $980.4 million to $969.6 million. Although 
hog marketings were below those of the previous year, higher average prices resulted in cash receipts 
from this source reaching $461.3 million, 12.5 per cent above receipts of $409.9 million obtained 
during 1968, Both sales and prices of eggs were higher in 1969 than in 1968 and returns to ege 
producers increased by 15 per cent to $188.4 million. Poultry meat receipts rose to $249.6 million, 
more than 20 million dollars above the 1968 level. Average prices differed only slightly for the two 
years while marketings in 1969 were above those of the previous year. With both quantity marketed and 
average prices for dairy products rising during 1969, returns to dairy producers increased by 5.1 per 
cent to $676.9 million. In addition to these returns, dairy producers received supplementary payments 
amounting to $86.9 million, 20.7 per cent below the $109.7 million received during 1968. Cash receipts 
from sheep and lambs showed a small increase rising from $8.7 million to $8.8 million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of 
agricultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to 
value all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses 
and premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Many sources of information are used in the preparation of these estimates. These include the 
Censuses of Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and 
animal products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys 
of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and 
Provincial,

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY — MARCH, 1970(1) 


During the first three months of 1970 farmers' cash receipts from farming operations totalled 
$971.5 million. This represents a slight increase of 0.9 per cent from the revised value of $962.7 
million for the first quarter of 1969. These estimates include cash receipts from the sale of farm 
products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances 
on farm-stored grains in Western Canada and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization 
Board. No allowance was made for the cost incurred by farmers in the production of the commodities 
sold. Estimates of the expenses involved together with total farm income are published annually in the 
DBS publication "Farm Net Income" (Catalogue no. 21-202). 


Compared to the first three months of 1969 fairly large increases in farm cash receipts were 
recorded for wheat, rapeseed, potatoes, cattle, calves, hogs and dairy products. In contrast, Canadian 
Wheat Board participation payments on previous years! wheat crops made during the first quarter of 1970 
were considerably below those received during the same quarter of 1969. Net cash advances on farm- 
stored grains, deficiency payments and dairy supplementary payments were also below those for the first 
quarter of 1969. 


Cash receipts were higher in all provinces except Saskatchewan, Alberta and British Columbia. 
A substantial increase was registered in the Maritime Provinces where cash receipts from farming 
operations increased by almost 60 per cent in Prince Edward Island, slightly more than 17 per cent in 
Nova Scotia and about 45 per cent in New Brunswick compared to the same period a year ago. In Prince 
Edward Island and New Brunswick these record levels are due for the most part to the high average prices 
received for potatoes. For Nova Scotia the increased cash receipts mainly result from greater returns 
from livestock and livestock products. In Quebec, the increase of 9 per cent comes mainly from the 
higher cash receipts from cattle, calves and hogs. In Ontario and Manitoba cash receipts from farming 
operations attained a level slightly above that of the first quarter of 1969. Reductions in cash 
receipts occurred in Saskatchewan, 10.7 per cent, Alberta, 2.9 per cent and British Columbia, 3.3 per 
cent. The decline in Saskatchewan during the first three months of 1970 compared to the same period 
of 1969 largely resulted from lower levels both of Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on 
previous years' wheat crops and net cash advances on farm-stored grains. A lower income from these 
sources was only partially offset by increased sales of wheat, rapeseed and livestock and livestock 
products. The increase in returns in Alberta from rapeseed and livestock and livestock products was 
insufficient to compensate for the lower receipts from the major grains and the decline in net cash 
advances. In British Columbia, while cash receipts from livestock and livestock products remained 
virtually unchanged, receipts from crops, especially wheat, exhibited a decline. 


In addition to the above income farmers also received supplementary payments amounting to $1.6 
million considerably below the $7.4 million received during the same period of 1969. These payments 
consist of those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and for 1969 those made 
to sugar beet growers in Ontario. When added together farmers' cash receipts from farming operations 
and supplementary payments total $973.1 million, slightly above the revised estimate of $970.1 million 
for the first quarter of 1969. 


Field Crops. — During the January to March period of 1970 total cash returns to farmers from 
the sale of field crops including Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and net cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada amounted to $322.4 million. This total was about 12 per cent 
below the level for the same period in 1969 and accounted for 33.2 per cent of total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Returns to wheat producers at time of delivery rose by almost $15 million with 
increased sales more than compensating for lower prices. Value of rapeseed sales more than doubled in 
rising from $10.4 million in 1969 to $22.4 million for the first three months of 1970. Both prices 
received by farmers and marketings were considerably higher than in the earlier period. Potatoes also 
showed a considerable increase and rose by nearly $10 million to a value of $23.2 million for the 
January to March period of 1970. While marketings of this crop were only slightly above those of the 
previous year, prices were much stronger. In contrast, marketings of oats were considerably below 
those of the first quarter of 1969 and receipts from this source fell from slightly more than $11 mil- 
lion to just below $4 million. A decline in the value of tobacco sales can be accounted for by lower 
prices received for this commodity. However, the main reason for the decline in total receipts from 
crops is due to the much lower level of Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years! 
grain crops which fell from $35.5 million for the first three months of 1969 to less than a million 
dollars in 1970. Similarly, net cash advances on farm-stored grains which amounted to $1.4 million 
during the latest January to March period were considerably lower than the $28.3 million obtained at the 
same time in 1969.

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Livestock and Livestock Products. — During the first three months of 1970 farmers' total returns 
from the sale of livestock and livestock products amounted to $635.1 million, 10.5 per cent above the 
1969 first-quarter estimate of $574.6 million. Although marketings of cattle and calves in 1970 were 
lower than for the same period in 1969, this decline was more than offset by stronger prices resulting 
in cash receipts from this source reaching $243.3 million compared to $225.4 million. Returns to pig 
producers rose by 30.2 per cent in reaching $138.6 million for the first quarter of 1970. This increase 
of $32.1 million over the 1969 estimate of $106.5 million resulted from a combination of higher market- 
ings and increased prices. Similarly, slightly larger marketings combined with higher prices to in- 
crease the returns to dairy producers from $130.5 million in 1969 to $136.4 million for the first 
quarter of 1970. In addition to these returns dairy producers also received, during this period, 
supplementary payments which amounted to $10 million compared to $13.5 million for the same months of 
1969. As a result of a larger volume of marketing the value of receipts from poultry meat slightly 
exceeded the level attained in 1969. While prices of eggs were similar for both the first quarter of 
1969 and the same months of 1970, in the latter period increased marketings led to the value of re- 
ceipts rising from $47.9 million to $49.9 million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agri- 
cultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and 
premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of 
Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and animal pro- 
ducts; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys of prices 
received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics arising out of 
administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS , | JANUARY — JUNE, 1970( 1) 


During the first six months of 1970 farmers! total cash receipts from farming operations reached 
an estimated $1,895.7 million, slightly above the revised value of $1,890.1 million realized during the 
first half of 1969. These estimates include cash receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian 
Wheat Board participation payments on previous years! grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and supple- 
mentary payments to dairy producers. No deduction was made for the cost incurred by farmers in the 
production of the commodities sold. Estimates of the expenses involved in farming operations together 
with total farm income are published annually in the DBS publication "Farm Net Income" (Catalogue No. 
21-202). 


While total cash receipts from livestock and livestock products during the first half of 1970 
were considerably higher than for the same period in 1969, this increase was almost entirely offset by 
a decline in returns from crops and lower deficiency and dairy supplementary payments. In the livestock 
sector the major increase occurred in the value of sales of hogs. For crops, the most significant 
declines were registered by Canadian Wheat Board payments on previous years! grain crops and net cash 
advances on farm-stored grains. 


Increases in total cash receipts occurred in all provinces except Manitoba, Saskatchewan and 
Alberta. The increases ranged from less than one per cent in British Columbia to 36.1 per cent in 
Prince Edward Island. A similar large increase occurred in New Brunswick where cash receipts were 33.2 
per cent higher than in the previous year. In both of these Maritime Provinces this rise is attribut- 
able to greater returns from the sale of potatoes. The increases in cash receipts in Ontario, Quebec 
and Nova Scotia were approximately 3, 4 and 5 per cent respectively. The greatest percentage decline 
took place in Alberta with a drop of 6.6 per cent. Other declines occurred in Manitoba and Saskatchewan 
with cash receipts declining by 3 and 5 per cent respectively. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also received supplementary payments amounting to $3.1 
million during the first half of 1970. This contrasts with $8.2 million received during the same months 
of 1969. For both years these payments consist of those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act. Also included, in 1969, were payments to sugar beet growers in Ontario and in 1970, 
payments made in June under the Lower Inventory For Tomorrow (LIFT) Program. When added together farm 
cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary payments totalled $1,898.8 million, compared 
with the estimate of $1,898.3 million for 1969. 


Field Crops. — During the first six months of 1970 it is estimated that Canadian farmers 
received a total of $572.4 million from the sale of field crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. This amount is 6.4 per cent below the 
$611.6 million received during the corresponding period of 1969 and represents 30.2 per cent of farmers! 
total cash receipts from farming operations compared to 32.4 per cent last year. This decline reflects, 
for the most part, lower Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops and 
an increase in the ratio of repayments to net cash advances. 


Total returns to wheat producers at time of delivery rose from $241.1 million in the January 
to June period of 1969 to $253.3 million for the first six months of 1970. A decline in average prices 
received by farmers was more than offset by an increase in marketings. Although barley prices were 
lower in 1970 than during the previous year, marketings more than doubled and total returns to barley 
producers to the end of June 1970 were $25.3 million or 76.2 per cent above the 1969 level of $33.2 
million. Both prices and marketings of rapeseed were higher during the 1970 period resulting in cash 
receipts from this source rising by $13.9 million to $32.2 million. A large increase in average prices 
for potatoes led to cash receipts increasing by 76.6 per cent to reach a value of $43.7 million. 
Although average prices for tobacco were lower in 1970 than in the previous year marketings increased 
resulting in the value of sales rising from $101.5 million to $112.7 million. The major items off- 
setting these gains are lower Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and lower cash advance pay- 
ments on farm-stored grains in Western Canada. Participation payments on previous years' grain crops 
fell from $68.5 million for the first six months of 1969 to $6.6 million in the corresponding period 
of 1970. While in the first two quarters of 1969 repayments exceeded cash advances on farm-stored 
grains by only $2 million, 1970 repayments were $52.1 million greater than cash advances. A drop also 
occurred in returns from the sale of oats. Slightly lower prices combined with considerably lower 
marketings resulting in cash receipts falling from $19.9 million in 1969 to $7.2 million in 1970. For 
both corn and flaxseed the value of sales dropped slightly.

Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash returns to producers of livestock and livestock 
products estimated at $1,286.6 million during the first six months of 1970 were almost 5 per cent above 
the level for the corresponding period of 1969. Most of this increase is due to the greater value of 
sales of hogs. With both marketings and prices being above the previous year's level, cash returns 
from hogs rose by $45.1 million to reach a value of $263.5 million during the January to June period of 
1970. Although cash returns from cattle were slightly greater than those received in 1969, receipts 
from calves were somewhat below the 1969 level resulting in total returns to both categories being very 
similar for the two years. Both marketings and prices of dairy products rose slightly during the first 
six months of 1970 resulting in a slight increase in returns from this source. In addition to these 
returns dairy producers received supplementary payments amounting to $22.7 million, $4.3 million below 
those received during the first half of 1969. Returns to poultry meat producers increased from $100.1 
million to $103.5 million as a result of increased quantities marketed. Slightly lower prices for eggs 
combined with a small increase in marketings to result in receipts remaining similar to the 1969 level. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agri- 
cultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and 
premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


_Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of 
Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and animal pro- 
ducts; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys of prices 
received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics arising out of 
administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS JANUARY — SEPTEMBER, 1970(1) 


It is estimated that during the first nine months of 1970, cash receipts from farming operations 

amounted to $3,021.8 million, 1.8 per cent below the $3,076.2 million realized during the same period 

of 1969. These estimates include cash receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments on previous years! grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and supplementary 
payments to dairy producers. No deduction was made for the cost incurred by farmers in the production 
of the commodities sold. Estimates of the expenses involved in farming operations together with total 
farm net income are published annually in the DBS publication "Farm Net Income" (Catalogue No. 21-202). 


This decline in cash receipts for the first nine months of 1970 compared to the same period of 
1969 is mainly due to substantial repayments of cash advances on farm stored-grains in Western Canada, 
a considerable decline in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments, and lesser declines in dairy 
supplementary payments and in the value of sales of oats and eggs. Partially offsetting these declines 
were increased returns for wheat, barley, rapeseed, potatoes, tobacco, hogs, cattle and calves. 


Due mainly to large repayments of cash advances and lower Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments, farmers' cash returns declined in all of the Prairie Provinces. The fall in farm cash 
receipts was greatest in Saskatchewan at 9.2 per cent, rather less in Manitoba at 7 per cent, and least 
in Alberta at 4.3 per cent. Much greater returns from the sale of potatoes largely accounted for the 
greatest gains in total cash receipts of slightly more than 25 per cent in Prince Edward Island and 
just over 21 per cent in New Brunswick. The remaining increases amounted to 2 per cent in Nova Scotia 
and Quebec and one per cent in Ontario. British Columbia maintained practically the same level as in 
the previous year. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received supplementary payments amounting to $32.1 
million during the January to September period of 1970, compared to $9.1 million for the like period 
a year earlier. For both years, these payments included those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act. In addition they included, in 1969, payments to sugar beet growers in Ontario 
and, in 1970, payments made under the Lower Inventory For Tomorrow (LIFT) program. When added together, 
farmers! cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary payments totalled $3 5053,.8/mi bl ton, 
one per cent below the 1969 level of $3,085.3 million. 


Field Crops. — Total cash receipts from field crops including Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments and net cash advances on farm-stored grain in Western Canada amounted to $992.6 million, almost 
10 per cent below the $1,086.1 million realized during the January to September period of 1969. This 
represents 32.8 per cent of total farm cash receipts compared to 35.3 per cent during the same period 
of 1969. The large decrease in net cash advances on farm-stored grains together with a decline in 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' wheat, oats and barley crops was only 
partially offset by increased cash returns. from wheat, barley, rapeseed, potatoes and tobacco. 


During the first nine months of 1969, cash advances on farm-stored grains exceeded repayments 
by $93 million; in 1970, repayments exceeded cash advances*by about the same amount. Participation 
payments on previous years' grain crops fell from $68.5 million for the first three quarters of 1969 
to $6.6 million in the corresponding period of 1970. On the other hand farmers' returns from wheat at 
time of delivery rose from $423.3 million in the January;to September period of 1969 to $464.3 million 
for the first nine months of 1970. A decline in average prices received by farmers was more than offset 
by an increase in marketings. Although barley prices were lower than those of the previous period, 
marketings more than doubled and total. returns to barley producers at the end of September 1970, were 
$102.3 million, 77.0 per cent above the 1969 level of $57.8 million. For rapeseed, both prices and 
marketings were higher during the first nine months of 1970, resulting in cash receipts from this source 
rising by $29.6 million to $59.5 million. A large increase occurred in average potato prices and with 
marketings dropping only slightly below last year's level; returns to producers rose 55.7 per cent to 
a value of $64.3 million. Although average prices for tobacco were lower in 1970 than in the previous 
year, increased marketings provided for an increase from $101.5 million in 1969 to $114.2 million this 
year. The only grain for which there was any significant decline was oats. With marketings consid- 
erably below those of the previous year and prices also at lower levels cash receipts fell from $24.6 
million in 1969 to $14.0 million in 1970. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — During the first nine months of 1970, total cash returns 
to producers of livestock and livestock products amounted to $1,965.2 million, 3.0 per cent above the 
level for the corresponding period of 1969. Much of this increase is due to the greater value of sales 
of hogs. Although average prices over the January to September period of 1970 were slightly below 
those of the previous year, marketings were sufficiently high to result in cash receipts from this 
source rising by $44.7 million to an estimated $376.3 million. Cash returns from cattle were higher

than those received in 1969, while receipts from calves were slightly below the 1969 level. This 
resulted in total returns to both categories showing an increase of 1.9 per cent and rising to $718.0 
million for the 1970 period. For dairy products higher average prices were more than offset by lower 
marketings with the result that receipts from this source declined slightly from the 1969 level of 
$521.4 million to reach a value of $518.2 million in 1970; supplementary dairy payments at $49.2 million 
were well below the 1969 level of $61.4 million. Returns to poultry meat producers increased from 
2178.5 million for the first three quarters of 1969 to $185.2 million for the same period of 19706. 

Lower prices for eggs when combined with only a small increase in marketings resulted in total receipts 
falling by 4 per cent to $131.6 million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agri- 
cultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm levels they include any subsidies, bonuses and 
premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of 
Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and animal pro- 
ducts; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys of prices 
received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics arising out of 
administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and Provincial,

This report presents, by commodity and by province, estimates of farm cash receipts from farm- 
ing operations for the calendar year 1970. As a result of more up-to-date information becoming availa- 
ble in recent weeks, the provincial and Canada totals contained herein for 1970 differ slightly from 
those presented in the preliminary report published in April. Included in this report are cash receipts 
from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agri- 
cultural Stabilization Board and supplementary payments outlined below. No deductions have been made 
for the cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates of expenses involved in farming operations 
together with total farm income are published annually in the DBS publication "Farm Net Income" (Cata- 
logue no, 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 1970 excluding supplementary payments are now 
estimated at $4,108.6 million for Canada, slightly below the revised value of $4,182.1 million in 1969 
and 2.0 per cent below the average for the 5 year period 1965-69. This small decrease in cash receipts 
can be attributed for the most part to lower Canadian Wheat Board participation payments and increased 
repayments of cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada being only particially offset by 
increased receipts from the sale of wheat, barley, oilseeds, potatoes and most livestock and livestock 
products. 


The largest increase in total cash receipts occurred in Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick 
which registered rises of 16.5 per cent and 12.2 per cent respectively. For Nova Scotia, receipts were 
very similar for both 1969 and 1970. An increase in cash receipts also occurred in British Columbia 
where the estimate for 1970 is 3.5 per cent above that for the previous years. All other provinces ex- 
hibited a decline over the 1969 levels ranging from a drop of 1.1 per cent in Ontario to a decrease of 
4.6 per cent in Alberta. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also received supplementary payments amounting to 
$58.2 million during 1970 compared to $9.9 million in 1969. For both years these payments included 
those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act. In addition, they included, in 1969, 
payments to sugar beet growers in Ontario and in 1970 payments made under the Lower Inventory For 
Tomorrow (LIFT) program, When added together cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary 
payments totalled $4,166.8 million, slightly below the 1969 level of $4,192.0 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 1970 from the sale of field crops, cash advances 
on farm-stored grains in Western Canada and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments amounted to 
$1,397.0 million, 5.1 per cent below the 1969 level of $1,472.1 million. These estimates of field crop 
receipts for 1970 represent 34.0 per cent of farmers' total cash receipts from farming operations com- 
pared to 35.2 per cent in 1969. The reduction in total cash returns in 1970 is due to a large decrease 
in net cash advances on farm-stored grains together with a decline in Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments on previous years' wheat, oats and barley crops being only particially offset by increased re- 
turns from all items within the total crops categories except oats and sugar beets. 


During 1969, cash advances on farm-stored grains exceeded repayments by $157.9 million. In 
1970, repayments exceeded cash advances by $105.4 million. Participation payments on previous years' 
grain crops fell from $68.5 million for 1969 to $6.6 million in 1970. 


Although average initial prices for wheat in 1970 were below those prevailing during the pre- 
vious year, marketings were considerably expanded and returns from this source rose by $95.8 million to 
a value of $568.6 million. Average barley prices at time of delivery were also lower during 1969 but 
the much larger marketings resulted in returns to the farmers for this crop rising by 64.4 per cent to 
a level of $145.8 million in 1970, With increased marketings and higher prices the value of sales of 
rapeseed almost doubled, rising from $51.6 million in 1969 to $97.3 million the following year. The 
rise in returns to potato producers from $66.3 million in 1969 to $92.5 million in 1970 can be almost 
entirely attributed to a considerable increase in prices received. Smaller increases in cash receipts 
were also registered for rye, flaxseed, soybeans and corn while tobacco rose from $144.9 million in 
1969 to $154.9 million in 1970. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock 
and livestock products in 1970 amounted to $2,624.3 million, one per cent above the 1969 level of 
$2,597.1 million, The largest increase occurred in the value of sales of hogs. Although average prices

during the year were below those of 1969, marketings were sufficiently higher to result in cash receipts 
from this source rising by 5.8 per cent to an estimated $488.0 million in 1970 compared to $461.3 
million in the previous year. Cash receipts from cattle were higher than those received in 1969 while 
receipts from calves were slightly below the 1969 level. In both cases prices were higher than in the 
previous year. Total returns from cattle and calves showed an increase of one Pes tCener nec sans |) icon 
$964.1 million in 1969 to $974.1 million in 1970. For dairy products, slightly higher prices 

combined with a small decline in marketings to give a value of sales of $677.2 million almost unchanged 
from the 1969 value of $677.0 million. However, supplementary dairy payments at $66.6 million declined 
by 23.4 per cent from the 1969 value of $86.9 million. Returns to poultry meat producers increased 
from $249.6 million in 1969 to $258.9 million in 1970. For eggs, lower average prices more than offset 
increased marketings resulting in total receipts falling by 8.7 per cent to S172.) million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of 
agricultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to 
value all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses 
and premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of 
Agriculture; periodic Bureau surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and animal 
products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Bureau surveys of prices 
received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics arising out 
of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS JANUARY — MARCH 1971(1) 


Farm cash receipts from farming operations during the first three months of 1971 totalled $905.5 
million, a decrease of 5.8 per cent from the revised value of $960.8 million for the first quarter of 
1970. These estimates include cash receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board par- 
ticipation payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No allowance was made for 
the cost incurred by farmers in the production of the commodities sold. Estimates of the expenses in- 
volved together with total farm income are published annually in the PBS publication ''Farm Net Income" 
(Catalogue No. 21-202). 


The decline in the first-quarter income compared to that of a year earlier can be attributed for 
the most part to lower cash receipts from the sale of wheat, potatoes, tobacco and all livestock and 
livestock products with the exception of poultry. Net cash advances on farm-stored grains were also 
considerably below those recorded for the first three months of 1970. 


Cash receipts were lower in all provinces. In the Maritime provinces cash receipts from farming 
operations declined by about 20 per cent in Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick while the decline in 
Nova Scotia was slightly more than 7 per cent. The lower income in Prince Edward Island and New Bruns- 
wick is almost entirely attributable to the considerably lower income earned from the sale of potatoes. 
In Quebec, while the returns from crops in the first quarter of 1971 were very similar to those for the 
same period of the previous year, sales of livestock and livestock products were about $11 million lower 
in 1971 and the drop in cash receipts from farming operations amounted to 6.4 per cent. In Ontario, cash 
receipts from farming operations fell by almost $28 million compared to the first quarter of tt970 > Sto- 
wer receipts from the sale of tobacco, hogs and eggs were mainly responsible for this decline. Reduc- 
tions in cash receipts occurred in Manitoba, 5 per cent, Saskatchewan, 2.8 per cent and Alberta, 1.4 
per cent. Such reductions were mostly caused by reduced income from the sale of wheat, a decline in net 
cash advances especially in Saskatchewan and Alberta and lower returns from livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts in Manitoba and Alberta. Saskatchewan was the only province where returns from the sale of live- 
stock and livestock products, during the first quarter of 1971, exceeded those for the same period of 
1970. In British Columbia, while cash receipts from crops remained virtually unchanged, receipts from 
livestock declined from the level attained during the January-March period of 1970. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also received supplementary payments amounting to $8.2 
million considerably above the $1.6 million received during the same period of 1970. For both years 
these payments consist of those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act. In addi- 
tion they include, in 1971, payments made under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. When 
added together farmers' cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary payments give a value 
of $913.7 million, 5.1 per cent below the estimate of $962.4 million for the first quarter of 1970. 


Field Crops — Total cash receipts from field crops including Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments and net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada amounted to $315.4 million for 
the January to March period of 1971, about 3 per cent lower than the corresponding estimate of $325.6 
million for the previous year. The major decline in crop receipts occurred in returns from wheat at 
time of delivery which decreased from $110.5 million during the first quarter of 1970 to $86.2 million 
for the same period of 1971. Lower marketings more than offset a slight increase in average prices. 

As a result of a considerable increase in marketings, the value of cash receipts from oats more than 
doubled in reaching $9.6 million. With a considerable increase in marketings and higher prices the 
values of sales of barley rose by almost $32.0 million from the value of $11.6 million in 1970. A si- 
gnificant increase also occurred in returns to rapeseed producers with cash receipts from this crop 
increasing from $22.6 million during the first quarter of 1970 to $40.2 million for the same three 
months of 1971. Although the average price received during 1971 was only slightly above that prevailing 
during the first quarter of 1970, marketings during the 1971 period were considerably higher. In con- 
trast, the value of sales of flaxseed declined slightly from that which prevailed in the first three 
months of the previous year with lower prices offsetting a small increase in marketings. Potato re- 
ceipts decreased by $4 million to a value of $19.1 million for the January to March period of 1971. 
Almost all of this decline occurred in Prince Edward Island and New Brunswick as a result of smaller 
marketings and lower prices. Other provinces showed receipts from this source very similar to those of 
previous years. During the first three months of this year marketings of tobacco were lower than in 
1970 resulting in total receipts from this crop declining from $93.7 million to $82.0 million. For the 
first quarter of 1970 cash advance payments on farm-stored grains exceeded repayments by $1.4 million. 
In contrast, during the similar period in 1971 repayments of cash advances exceeded payments by $27.6 
million. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — During the first three months of 1971 total cash receipts to 
farmers from the sale of livestock and livestock products amounted to $574.1 million, 7.6 per cent below

the 1970 first-quarter estimate of $621.2 million. While the prices received from the sale of cattle 
and calves were very similar for the two periods, the decline in marketings of cattle more than offset 
the increase in marketings of calves resulting in returns from such sales declining from $229.8 million 
in 1970 to $222.6 million during the first quarter of 1971. Cash receipts from the sale of hogs fell 
Byi225;2 miilion toa value. of “$114.8 militon for. the first three months of 1971. Although marketings 
during 1971 were considerably higher than during the first three months of 1970 the prices received in 
1971 were much lower. For dairy products a slight increase in prices combined with a decline in marke- 
tings to give a value of sales of $133.6 million compared to $138.0 million for the January to March 
period of 1970. However, supplementary dairy payments of $13.7 million showed an increase of $3.7 mil 
lion over those made during the first three months of 1970; 


Of the items included in livestock and livestock products category, poultry was the only one to 
provide an increase over the previous year. Returns from this source rose from $48.6 million in 1970 
to $50.1 million in 1971, due to increased marketings. For eggs, the considerable decline in average 
prices more than offset increased marketings resulting in total receipts falling by 25.1 per cent to 
$37.9 million. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agri- 
cultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and pre- 
miums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, pro- 
cessing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY — JUNE 1971(1) 


During the first six months of 1971 farmers' total cash receipts from farming operations to- 
talled $1,926.2 million, slightly above the revised value of $1,906.1 million for the first six months 
of 1970. These estimates include cash receipts from the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and supplementary pay- 
ments to dairy producers. No allowance was made for the cost incurred by farmers in the production of 
the commodities sold. Estimates of the expenses involved together with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (Catalogue No. 21-202). 


While total cash receipts from crops during the first half of 1971 were considerably higher than 
for the same period in 1970, this increase was almost entirely offset by a decline in returns from live- 
stock and livestock products. Reflecting the increase in receipts from the sale of crops especially 
oats, barley and the oilseeds, farm cash receipts in the Prairie Provinces increased over the 1970 le- 
vel. This was most noticeable in Saskatchewan where receipts rose from $292.6 million in 1970. co S351e4 
million this year, an increase of 20.1 per cent. For Manitoba and Alberta the increase was 2.9 and 7.8 
per cent respectively. In British Columbia cash receipts rose by 2.4 per cent to a value of $83.5 mil- 
lion. Cash receipts were lower in all other provinces, with the greatest percentage decreases being 
in Prince Edward Island with a decline of 19.3 per cent and New Brunswick with a drop of 16.2 per cent. 
For Quebec, cash receipts from farming operations were $22.1 million below those for the first six 
months of the previous year while for Ontario the decline amounted to S36.4 million. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received supplementary payments amounting to $8.8 mil- 
lion during the first half of 1971 compared to $3.1 million for the January-June period of 1970. For 
both years these payments consist of those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
and payments made under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. When added together farm cash 
receipts from farming operations and supplementary payments totalled $1,935.0 million, slightly more 
than $25 million above the estimates of $1,909.2 million for 1970. 


Field Crops. — It is estimated that during the first six months of 1971 Canadian farmers re- 
ceived a total of $652.3 million from the sale of field crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. This amount is 13 per cent above the 
$577.2 million received during the corresponding period of 1970 and represents 33.9 per cent of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations compared to 30.3 per cent in LO7 OE 


Farmers! returns from oats, at the time of delivery, more than doubled in increasing from $7.5 
million for the first six months of 1970 to $17.7 million in 1971. Although prices for both periods 
were very similar, marketings during the latter period showed a considerable increase. With expanded 
marketings and higher prices the value of sales of barley rose by slightly more than $25 million to a 


value of $80.5 million in 1971. Significant increases also occurred in returns to flaxseed and rape- 
seed producers. For flaxseed, cash receipts for the first six months of 1971 estimated at Soul .74 juaulle 
lion represent an increase of $9.6 million over the 1970 level. Such a gain in receipts results from 


expanded marketings more than offsetting a decline in average prices. For rapeseed, where both average 
prices and marketings during the January-June period of 1971 were above those prevailing for the first 
half of 1970, the value of sales reached $69.6 million; more than twice the value of $32.6 million for 
the previous year. A similar situation occurred for soybeans where higher prices and increased marke- 
tings resulted in cash receipts from this source increasing by $2.9 million over the 1970 level to 
reach a value of $9.7 million this year. A large increase occurred in Canadian Wheat Board participa- 
tion payments on previous years' wheat, oats and barley crops; these payments were $43.5 million higher 
during the first half of 1971 than for the same period of 1970. 


A major decline in crop receipts occurred in returns from wheat at time of delivery which de- 
creased from $257.9 million during the first half of 1970 to $238.7 million for the same six months of 
1971. Lower marketings more than offset a slight increase in average prices. Potato receipts decreased 
by $7.1 million to a value of $36.6 million in 1971. The increase in marketings being insufficient to 
overcome a drop in average prices. A fall also occurred in cash receipts from tobacco which totalled 
$96.3 million for the first six months of 1971 as compared to $113.8 million during a similar period 
of 1970; both prices and marketings were lower in the more recent period. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and livestock pro- 
ducts during the first half of 1971 are estimated at $1,239.0 million, 4,1 per cent below the 1970 
first-half estimate of $1,291.4 million. Much of this decline is attributable to a 17.8 per cent drop 
in cash receipts from hogs. Value of sales from this item estimated at $216.7 million for the January 
to June period of 1971 compares to a value of $263.6 million for the same period of 1970. Although 
hog marketings increased during the first half of 1971 average prices showed a considerable decline

from the level attained during the first six months of 1970. For dairy products a slight increase in 
prices combined with a decline in marketings to give a value of sales of $324.5 million compared to 
$330.1 million for the January-June period of 1970. Dairy supplementary payments at $23.1 million 
showed little change from the previous year. While marketings of eggs during 1971 increased over the 
level of the previous year, the decline in prices was sufficient to reduce receipts from this source 
by $16.9 million to give a value for the first two quarters of 1971 of $76.5 million. Little change 
occurred in the value of sales of poultry meat. Apart from sheep and lambs for which a very slight in- 
crease in receipts was recorded, the only item included in the livestock and livestock products cate- 
gory to show an increase was cattle and calves. Larger marketings of cattle and calves and higher 
prices for cattle led to sales from these sources increasing by $18.2 million to reach a value of $495.0 
million for the first six months of 1971. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agri- 
cultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and 
premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of Agri- 
culture; periodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and animal 
products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Statistics Canada surveys 
of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics arising 
out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and Provincial.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY — SEPTEMBER, 1971(1) 

During the first nine months of 1971 it is estimated that farmers! total cash receipts from farming 
operations reached $3,139.7 million, 3.2 per cent above the $3,042.1 million realized during the corre- 
sponding period of 1970. Included in these estimates are cash receipts from the sale of farm products, 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm- 
stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board and 
supplementary payments to dairy producers. No deduction was made for the cost incurred by farmers in 
the production of the commodities sold. Estimates of the expenses involved in farming operations, 
together with total farm income, are published annually in the Statistics Canada publication ''Farm Net 
Income'' (Catalogue No. 21-202). 


This increase in cash receipts for the first nine months of 1971 compared to the same period of 
1970 can be attributed, for the most part, to an increase in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years! grain crops, and a greater value of sales of oats, barley, flaxseed, rapeseed, and 
cattle and calves. In contrast, the value of sales of wheat, potatoes, tobacco, hogs and eggs declined 
from the amounts received in the same period of the previous year. 


While total cash receipts from crops during the first nine months of 1971 were considerably higher 
than for the same months of 1970, this increase was partially offset by a decline in returns from live- 
stock and livestock products. Reflecting the increase in receipts from the sales of crops, farm cash 
receipts in the Prairie Provinces increased over the 1970 level. The most noticeable expansion occurred 
in Saskatchewan where receipts rose from $500.6 million in 1970 to $597.4 million this year an increase 
of 19.3 per cent. For Manitoba and Alberta the increase was 4.2 and 8.8 per cent respectively. In 
British Columbia cash receipts rose by 2.9 per cent to a value of $146.0 million. In all other provinces 
cash receipts exhibited declines from the previous year with greatest percentage decreases occurring in 
Prince Edward Island with a drop of 16.5 per cent and New Brunswick with a decline of “14.7 per cent. 

For Ontario cash receipts from farming operations were $29.1 million below those for the first nine 
months of 1970, while in Quebec the decline amounted to $16.0 million. 


In addition to the above income, farmers received supplementary payments amounting to $17.5 million 
compared to $32.1 million for the January-September period of 1970. For both years these payments consis 
of those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act, and payments made under the 
Lower Inventory For Tommorrow (LIFT) Program. In Manitoba, in 1971, they also include payments to farmers 
under the Farm Acreage Payment Program. When added together farm cash receipts from farming operations 
and supplementary payments total $3,157.2 million, 2.7 per cent above the estimate of $3,074.2 million 
Lor 1970. 


Field Crops — It is estimated that during the first nine months of 1971 Canadian farmers received 
a total of $1,131.4 million from the sale of field crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments. This amount is 13.3 per cent above the $998.8 
million received during the corresponding period of 1970 and represents 36.0 per cent of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations compared to 32.8 per cent in 19/0. 


Farmers! returns from oats at the time of delivery almost doubled in increasing from $15.0 million 
for the first nine months of 1970 to $27.3 million in 1971. While prices for both periods were very 
similar, marketings during 1971 showed a considerable increase. A combination of higher prices and 
increased marketings of barley led to the value of sales rising by almost $40 million to a value of 
$134.6 million for the first nine months of 1971. Significant increases also occurred in returns to 
flaxseed and rapeseed growers. For flaxseed, cash receipts for the January-September period of 1971 
estimated at $45.7 million represent an increase of almost $12 million over the 1970 level. Expanded 
marketings more than offset a decline in average prices. For rapeseed, where both average prices and 
marketings during the first nine months of 1971 were above those prevailing during the same period of 
1970, the value of sales reached $98.1 million, an increase of $38.3 million ‘overs!970... A large increas; 
occurred in the Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' wheat, oats and barley 
crops; these payments at $50.0 million were $43.5 million higher during the first nine months of 1971 
than for the same period of 1970. 


Returns from wheat at time of delivery decreased from $473.5 million during the January-September 
period of 1970 to $451.2 million during the same months of 1971. Lower marketings more than offset a 
slight increase in average prices. Potato receipts decreased by $9.6 million to a value of $54.7 
million in 1971. The slight increase in marketings being insufficient to overcome a decline in average 
prices. A fall also occurred in cash receipts from tobacco which totalled $96.7 million for the first 
nine months of 1971 compared to $113.8 million during the same period of 1970; both prices and marketing 
were lower in the more recent period.

Livestock and Livestock Products. — Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and livestock 
products during the first nine months of 1971 amounted to $1,934.3 million, 2.2 per cent below the level 
for the corresponding period of 1970. Most of this decrease is due to declines in the value of sales 
of hogs and eggs. With slight increases in the marketings of cattle and calves and in the average prices 
received, returns from such sales increased from $728.7 million in 1970 to $761.5 million during the 
first nine months of 1971. Cash receipts from the sale of hogs fell by $54.0 million to a value of 
$321.9 million, while marketings during 1971 were above those for the January-September period of 1970 
the average prices received were much lower. For dairy products a slight decrease in marketings combined 
with an increase in average prices to give a value of $519.8 million for the first nine months of 1971 
compared to $523.4 million in 1970. However, dairy supplementary payments of $61.5 million showed an 
increase of $12.3 million over those made during the first three quarters of 1970. Sales of poultry 
products, in 1971, estimated at $185.0 million were little changed from the value of $184.2 million for 
1970. For eggs, the decline in average prices more than offset the small increase in marketings re- 
sulting in total receipts falling from $132.2 million in 1970 to $112.4 million in 1971. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agri- 
cultural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and 
premiums which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of Agri- 
culture; periodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and 
animal products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Statistics Canada 
surveys of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and 
Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, 1971(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by province, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the calendar year 1971. As a result of more up-to-date information becoming available 
in recent weeks, the provincial and Canada totals contained herein for 1971 differ slightly from those 
presented in the preliminary report published in April. Included in this report are cash receipts from 
the sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' grain crops, 
net cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, deficiency payments made by the Agricultural 
Stabilization Board and supplementary payments outlined below. No deductions have been made for the 
cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates of expenses involved in farming operations together 
with total farm income are published annually in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" 
(Catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 1971, excluding supplementary payments, are now 
estimated at $4,494.9 million for Canada, 8.6 % above the revised value of $4,139.0 million in 1970 and 
5-4 % above the average for the five year period 1966-70. This increase in cash receipts can be attri- 
buted to increases in almost all cash receipt items with the more important exceptions of potatoes, 
tobacco, hogs and eggs. 


The largest increase in total cash receipts occurred in Saskatchewan which registered a rise of 
31.4 % In Alberta the increase in total cash receipts amounted to 11.5 % while in Manitoba a rise of 
9.9 % occurred. In contrast, the Maritime provinces, Prince Edward Island, Nova Scotia and New Bruns- 
wick, registered declines of 12.3 %, 3.6 % and 10.2 % respectively. Such decreases were mainly caused 
by lower cash receipts from potatoes and hogs. 


In addition to the above income, farmers also received supplementary payments amounting to $18.3 
million during 1971, considerably below the $58.2 million received in 1970. For both years these pay- 
ments included those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act together with payments 
made under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. In Manitoba, in 1971, they also included 
payments to farmers under the Farm Acreage Payment program. When added together cash receipts from 
farming operations and supplementary payments totalled $4,513.1 million, 7.5 % above the estimate of 
$4,197.2 million in 1970. 


Field Crops. — During 1971, farmers' total returns from the sale of field crops, cash advances 
on farms-stored grains in Western Canada and Canadian Wheat Board payments amounted to $1, 703.6 million, 
19.5 % above the 1970 level of $1,425.2 million. This estimate, representing almost 38 % of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations, is a slight increase from the 34.4 % share in 1970. 


With both marketings and prices of wheat above those prevailing during the previous year, returns 
from this source rose by almost $80 million, an increase of 14 % Although the prices of oats at time 
of delivery were almost the same for both years, quantities marketed during 1971 were considerably above 
those of the previous year resulting in cash receipts increasing by slightly more than 50 % For 
barley, the increase in returns of 32.9 % came about from an-expansion of marketings and a higher level 
of prices. 


A decline in average prices for flaxseed in 1971 more than offset an increase in marketings and 
resulted in returns from this source declining from $59.7 million in 1970 to $57.1 million in 1971. 
With both average prices and marketings of rapeseed being above those prevailing during 1970, the value 
of sales in 1971 reached $130.9 million, an increase of 35.7 % A decline in cash receipts from pota- 
toes of 10.3 % in 1971 compared to 1970 occurred mainly through a lower level of prices. Prices and 
marketings of tobacco both declined and returns from this source fell by $19.4 million to a value of 
$135.4 million in 1971. 


A large increase occurred in Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous years' wheat, 
oats and barley crops. These payments at $93.5 million during 1971 were $87.0 million higher than for 
1970. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Cash receipts from the sale of livestock and livestock prod- 
ucts in 1971 amounted to $2,672.5 million, 1.7 % above the 1970 level of $2,626.6 million. The increase 
in the value of sales of cattle, calves and dairy products was almost entirely offset by declines in 
receipts from the sale of hogs and eggs. With slight increases in marketing of cattle and calves and in 
the average prices received, returns from such sales increased from $978.2 million in 1970 to $1,071.2 
million in 1971. Cash receipts from the sale of hogs fell by $56.0 million to a value of $431.0 mil- 
lion. While marketings during 1971 were above those of 1970, the average prices received were much

lower. For dairy products, a slight decrease in marketings combined with an increase in prices to give 
a value of $704.9 million for 1971. Dairy supplementary payments of $100.3 million showed an increase 
of $33.7 million over those made during the previous year. Sales of poultry products in 1971 estimated 
at $258.0 million were little changed from the value of $258.9 million in 1970. For eggs, a decline in 
average prices more than offset a slight increase in marketings resulting in receipts from this source 
falling from $172.1 miktlien in 19702to,$152.0 million in 1971. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations include the returns from all sales of agricul- 
tural products except those associated with direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value all 
products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, but they exclude any storage, transportation, processing 
and handling charges which are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation of these estimates include the Censuses of Agri- 
culture; periodic Statistics Canada surveys of production and disposition of crops, livestock and ani- 
mal products; farm product marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; Statistics Canada 
surveys of prices received by farmers in connection with agricultural activities; agricultural statis- 
tics arising out of administrative responsibilities of various government departments, both Federal and 
Provincial.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the month of January 1972 together with 
comparable data for previous years. Included in this 
report are cash receipts from the sale of farm products, 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous 
years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No deductions 
have been made for the cost of production of commodities 
sold. Estimates of expenses involved in farming opera- 
tions together with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net 
Income" (Catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the month of January 1972 are estimated at $327.4 mil- 
lion for Canada compared to a level of $296.1 million 
for a similar period in 1971. In addition to the above 
income, farmers also received supplementary payments 
amounting to $0.8 million during 1972 compared to $4.5 
million in 1971. For both years these payments included 
those made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower Inven- 
tory For Tomorrow (LIFT) program. When added together 
cash receipts from farming operations and supplementary 
payments totalled $328.3 million, compared to the 1971 
level of $300.5 million. 


Field Crops: Total returns to farmers during the month 
of January 1972 from the sale of field crops, cash 
advances on farm-stored grain in Western Canada, and 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments amounted to 
$108.2 million compared to $106.9 million for a similar 
period in 1971. These estimates of field crop receipts 
represent 33.1 per cent of farmers' total cash receipts 
from farming operations. Average prices of rapeseed 

and potatoes were lower than during the 1971 period. 
Increased marketings occurred for wheat and tobacco while 
the quantities of oats, barley and rapeseed sold in 1972 
declined from the previous year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products: Total cash receipts to 
farmers from the sale of livestock and livestock products 
during the month of January 1972 amounted to $212.1 mil- 
lion compared to a level of $184.2 million for the same 
month of 1971. These receipts for 1972 represent 64.8 
per cent of farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
Operations. Compared to the same period of 1971 average 
prices increased for cattle, hogs and dairy products. 
Marketing of cattle showed an increase over the previous 
year. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricul tu- 
ral products except those associated with direct inter- 
farm transfers. The prices used to value all products 
sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be 
attributed to specific products, but they exclude any 
Storage, transportation, processing and handling 
charges which are not actually received by farmers. — 


Sources of information used in the preparation 
of these estimates include the Censuses of Agriculture; 
Periodic bureau surveys of production and disposition 
of crops, livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricultural pro- 
ducts; bureau surveys of prices received by farmers in 
connection with agricultural activities; and agricul- 
tural statistics arising out of administrative respon- 
sibilities of various government departments, both 
Federal and Provincial.

Le présent bulletin comprend, par produit et par provin- 
ce, l'estimation des recettes monétaire provenant de l'exploi- 
tation agricole pour le mois de janvier 1972, de m@me que des 
données comparables des années précédentes. I1 contient aussi 
les recettes des ventes des produits agricoles, les paiements

Les recettes nettes monétaire provenant de 1'exploitation 
agricole pour le mois de janvier 1972 sont estimées A $327.4 
millions de dollars pour le Canada, comparativement a $296.1 
millions de dollars pour la période correspondante en 1970. 

En plus du revenu mentionné ci-dessus, les cultivateurs ont 
recu des paiements supplémentaires s'élevant a $0.8 millions 

de dollars pendant l'année 1972 au lieu de $4.5 millions de 
dollars en 1971. Ces paiements comprenaient, pour les deux 
années, les sommes versées en vertu de la Loi sur 1'assistance 
a l'agriculture des Prairies et les paiements versés en vertu 
du Programme de réduction des stocks de blé. La somme des 
recettes en espéces provenant de l'exploitation agricole des 
paiements supplémentaires atteignait $328.3 millions de dollars, 
comparativement 4 $300.5 millions de dollars en TOs 


Grandes cultures: La somme totale des recettes des cultivateurs 
provenant de la vente des produits des grandes cultures, des 
avances monétaire sur les grains entreposés dans les fermes de 
l'Ouest du Canada et des paiements de participation de la Com- 
mission canadienne du blé atteignait $108.2 million de dollars 
pour le mois de janvier 1972, comparativement A $106.9 millions 
de dollars pour la période correspondante de 1971. Les présen- 
tes estimations des recettes provenant des grandes cultures 
représentent 33.1 % du total des recettes monétaire des culti- 
vateurs provenant de 1'exploitation agricole. Le prix moyen 

de colza et des pommes de terre était inférieur A celui de la 
période correspondante de 1971. En 1972, il s'est vendu davan- 
tage de blé et de tabac que les années précédentes mais il 
s'est vendu moins d'avoine, d'orge et de colza. 


Bétail et produits de l'élevage: Le montant des recettes moné- 
taire provenant de la vente des bestiaux et des produits de 
1l'élevage pour le mois de 1971 a atteint $212.1 millions de 
dollars contre $184.2 millions de dollars pour le méme mois de 
1971. Ces recettes pour 1972 constituent 64.8 % du total des 
recettes monétaires des cultivateurs provenant de 1'exploita- 
tion agricole. Comparativement a la période correspondante de 
1971, le prix moyen a augmenté pour les bétes Aa cornes, les 
pores et les produits laitiers. Les ventes de bétes a cornes 
étaient en augmentation sur l'année précédente. 


Les estimations des recettes en espéces provenant des 
exploitations agricoles concernent toutes les ventes de 
produits agricoles sauf celles qui se rapportent aux échanges 
directs entre les fermes. Les prix d'évaluation des produits 
vendus sont des subventions, des boni et des primes visant 
certains produits, mais non des frais d'entreposage, de trans- 
port, de transformation et de manutention que le cultivateur 
ne touche pas. 


Les saurces de renseignements utilisés pour établir les 
présentes estimations comprennent les recensements de 1'agri- 
culture, les enquétes périodiques de Statistique Canada sur 
la production et la vente des récoltes, du bétail et des pro- 
duits de 1l'élevage; les organismes de commercialisation et les 
industries de transformation des produits agricoles; les rele- 
vés de Statistique Canada des prix touchés par les cultiva- 
teurs; et les statistiques agricoles dont 1'élaboration reléve 
de divers ministéres tant fédéraux que provinciaux.

This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period 
January to February 1972 together with com- 
parable data for previous years. Included 
in this report are cash receipts from the 
sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments on previous years' 
grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada and deficiency 
payments made by the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Board.

This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period 
January to April 1972 together with compara- 
ble data for previous years. Included in 
this report are cash receipts from the sale 
of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board parti- 
cipation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, payments to farmers under the two-price 
wheat program, net cash advances on farm- 
stored grains in Western Canada and defici- 
ency payments made by the Agricultural Stabi- 
lization Board. No deductions have been made 
for the cost of production of commodities 
sold. Estimates of expenses involved in

JANUARY — MAY 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period 
January to May 1972 together with comparable 
data for previous years, Included in this 
report are cash receipts from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada and deficiency 
payments made by the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Board. No deductions have been made 
for the cost of production of commodities 
sold. Estimates of expenses involved in 
farming operations together with total farm 
income are published annually in the Statis- 
tics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" 
(catalogue no, 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming 
operations for the January-May period of 1972 
are estimated at $1,804.3 million for Canada 
compared to a level of $1,515.5 million for 
the corresponding period of 1971. In addi- 
tion to the above income, farmers also re- 
ceived supplementary payments amounting to 
$61.6 million during 1972 compared to $11.9 
million in 1971. For both years these pay- 
ments included those made under the provi- 
sions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and 
payments made under the Lower Inventory for 
Tomorrow (LIFT) program, For 1972, they 
include payments to farmers under the two- 
price wheat program. When added together 
cash receipts from farming operations and 
supplementary payments totalled $1,866.0 
million, compared to the 1971 level of 
SLlo20se4 mi blions; 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers 
during the first five months of 1972 from the 
sale of field crops, cash advances on farm- 
stored grains in Western Canada, and Canadian 
Wheat Board participation payments amounted 
to $593.9 million compared to $488.7 million 
for a similar period in 1971. These estimates 
of field crop receipts represent 33 % of 
farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
operations. Average prices received by 
farmers for wheat, oats and flaxseed during 
the first five months of 1972 were above 
those prevailing in the same period of 1971. 
In contrast average prices of barley, rye, 
rapeseed and potatoes were lower than during 
the 1971 period. Increased marketings oc- 
curred for wheat, barley, rye and rapeseed 
while the quantities of oats sold in 1972 
declined from the previous year's level.

Grandes cultures. — La somme totale des re- 
cettes des cultivateurs provenant de la vente des 
produits des grandes cultures, des avances moné- 
taires sur les grains entreposés dans les fermes 
de l'Ouest du Canada et des paiements de partici- 
pation de la Commission canadienne du blé attei- 
gnait $593.9 millions de dollars pour la période 
janvier-mai de 1972, comparativement a $488.7 mil- 
lions de dollars pour la période correspondante de 
1971. Les présentes estimations des recettes pro- 
venant des grandes cultures représentent 33 % du 
total des recettes monétaires des cultivateurs 
provenant de l'exploitation agricole. Le prix 
moyen payé aux agriculteurs pour le blé, 1'avoine 
et le lin, la période janvier-mai de 1972 a aug- 
menté par rapport a la période correspondante de

Livestock and Livestock Products. — 
Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale 
of livestock and livestock products during 
the first five months of 1972 amounted to 
$1,149.8 million compared to a level of 
$995.5 million for the same months of 1971. 
These receipts for 1972 represent 64 % of 
farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
operations. Compared to the same period of 
1971 average prices increased for cattle, 
calves , hogs and dairy products. Marketings 
of cattle and dairy products showed an in- 
crease over the previous year while sales of 
hogs and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming 
operations include the returns from all sales 
of agricultural products except those asso- 
ciated with direct inter-farm transfers. The 
prices used to value all products sold are 
prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, 
but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not 
actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the pre- 
paration of these estimates include the Cen- 
suses of Agriculture; periodic bureau sur- 
veys of production and disposition of crops, 
livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricultu- 
ral products; bureau surveys of prices re- 
ceived by farmers in connection with agri- 
cultural activities; agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibili- 
ties of various government departments both 
Federal and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the 
estimates are continually being revised it 
is not possible to subtract the previously 
published accumulated values from the pre- 
sently published values to obtain the correct 
value of receipts for a single month. 


Bétail et produits de 1'élevage. — Le mon- 


tant des recettes monétaire provenant de la vente 
des bestiaux et des produits de 1'élevage au cours 
des cinq premiers mois de 1972 a atteint $1,149.8 
millions de dollars contre $995.5 millions de dol- 
lars pour les mémes mois de 1971. Ces recettes 
pour 1972 constituent 64 % du total des recettes 
monétaires des cultivateurs provenant de l'exploi- 
tation agricole. Comparativement a la période cor- 
respondante en 1971, le prix moyen a augmenté pour 
les bétes &@ cornes et les veaux, les porcs et les 
produits laitiers. Les ventes de bétes a cornes 

et produits laitiers étaient en augmentation sur 
l'année précédente; par contre, les ventes de porcs 
et oeufs ont diminué. 


Les estimations des recettes en espéces pro- 
venant des exploitations agricoles concernent tou- 
tes les ventes de produits agricoles sauf celles 
qui se rapportent aux échanges directs entre les 
fermes.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, 
JANUARY — JUNE 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period January 
to June 1972 together with comparable data for 
previous years. Included in this report are 
cash receipts from the sale of farm products, 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years' grain crops, net cash 
advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada and deficiency payments made by the 
Agricultural Stabilization Board. No deduc- 
tions have been made for the cost of produc- 
tion of commodities sold. Estimates of 
expenses involved in farming operations to- 
gether with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publica- 
tion 'Farm Net Income" (catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions for the January — June period of 1972 
are estimated at $2300.4 million for Canada 
compared to a level of $1926.4 million for 
the corresponding period of 1971. In addition 
to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $61.7 
million during 1972 compared to $12.0 million 
in 1971. For both years these payments in- 
cluded those made under the provisions of 
the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments 
made under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow, 
(LIFT) program. For 1972, they also include, 
payments to farmers under the two-price wheat 
program. When added together cash receipts 
from farming operations and supplementary 
payments totalled $2362.1 million, compared 
to the 1971 level of $1938.4 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers 
during the first six months of 1972 from the 
sale of field crops, cash advances on farm- 
stored grains in Western Canada, and Canadian 
Wheat Board participation payments amounted 
to $783.4 million compared to $652.5 million 
for a similar period in 1971. These estimates 
of field crop receipts represent 34.1 % of 
farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
operations. Average prices received by farm- 
ers for oats and flaxseed during the first 
six months of 1972 were above those prevailing 
in the same period of 1971. In contrast 
average prices of barley and rapeseed were 
lower than during the 1971 period. Increased 
marketings occurred for wheat and barley while 
the quantities of oats and flaxseed sold in 
1972 declined from the previous year's level.

Livestock and Livestock Products. — 
Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale 
of livestock and livestock products during 
the first six months of 1972 amounted to 
$1443.4 million compared to a level of $1239.0 
million for the same months of 1971. These 
receipts for 1972 represent 62.7 % of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations. 
Compared to the same period of 1971 average 
prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs and 
dairy products. Marketings of cattle, and 
dairy products showed an increase over the 
previous year while sales of hogs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming 
operations include the returns from all sales 
of agricultural products except those associ- 
ated with direct inter-farm transfers. The 
prices used to vaiue all products sold are 
prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, 
but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not 
actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the pre- 
paration of these estimates include the Cen- 
suses of Agriculture; periodic bureau surveys 
of production and disposition of crops, 
livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricultural 
products; bureau surveys of prices received 
by farmers in connection with agricultural 
activities; agricultural statistics arising 
out of administrative responsibilities of 
various government departments both Federal 
and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the 
estimates are continually being revised it is 
not possible to subtract the previously pub- 
blished accumulated values from the presently 
published values to obtain the correct value 
of receipts for a single month.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, 


JANUARY — JULY 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period Janu- 
ary to July 1972 together with comparable 
data for previous years. Included in this 
report are cash receipts from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada and deficiency pay- 
ments made by the Agricultural Stabilization 
Board. No deductions have been made for the 
cost of production of commodities sold. 
Estimates of expenses involved in farming 
operations together with total farm income 
are published annually in the Statistics 
Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (cata- 
logue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions for the January — July period of 1972 
are estimated at $2,745.3 million for Canada 
compared to a level of $2,379.8 million for 
the corresponding period of 1971. In addi- 
tion to the above income, farmers also re- 
ceived supplementary payments amounting to 
$61.6 million during 1972 compared to $13.1 
million in 1971. For both years these pay- 
ments included those made under the pro- 
visions of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act 
and payments made under the Lower Inventory 
for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. For 1972, they 
also include, payments to farmers under the 
two-price wheat program. When added to- 
gether cash receipts from farming operations 
and supplementary payments totalled $2,806.9 
million, compared to the 1971 level of 
52,992.0 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farm- 
ers during the first seven months of 1972 
from the sale of field crops, cash advances 
on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, and 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
amounted to $965.4 million compared to $857.6 
million for a similar period in 1971. These 
estimates of field crop receipts represent 
35.2 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Average prices received 
by farmers for wheat, oats and flaxseed 
during the first seven months of 1972 were 
above those prevailing in the same period of 
1971. In contrast average prices of barley 
and rapeseed were lower than during the 1971 
period. Increased marketings occurred for 
wheat, barley and rapeseed while the quan- 
tities of oats and flaxseed sold in 1972 de-

Livestock and Livestock Products. — To- 
tal cash receipts to farmers from the sale of 
livestock and livestock products during the 
first seven months of 1972 amounted to 
$1,694.7 million compared to a level of 
$1,468.0 million for the same months of 1971. 
These receipts for 1972 represent 61.7 % of 
farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
operations. Compared to the same period of 
1971 average prices increased for cattle, 
calves, hogs and dairy products. Marketings 
of cattle and dairy products showed an in- 
crease over the previous year while sales of 
hogs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farm- 
ing operations include the returns from all 
sales of agricultural products except those 
associated with direct inter-farm transfers. 
The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; 
they include any subsidies, bonuses and pre- 
miums which can be attributed to specific 
products, but they exclude any storage, 
transportation, processing and handling 
charges which are not actually received by 
farmers. 


Sources of information used in the 
preparation of these estimates include the 
Censuses of Agriculture; periodic bureau 
surveys of production and disposition of 
crops, livestock and animal products; farm 
product marketing agencies; processors of 
agricultural products; bureau surveys of 
prices received by farmers in connection 
with agricultural activities; agricultural 
statistics arising out of administrative res- 
ponsibilities of various government depart- 
ments both Federal and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the 
estimates are continually being revised it 
is not possible to subtract the previously 
published accumulated values from the pres- 
ently published values to obtain the correct 
value of receipts for a single month.

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FARMS CASH RECEIPTS 


JANUARY — AUGUST 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period January 
to August 1972 together with comparable 
data for previous years. Included in this 
report are cash receipts from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains 
in Western Canada and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. 

No deductions have been made for the cost of 
production of commodities sold. Estimates of 
expenses involved in farming operations to- 
gether with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication 
"Farm Net Income" (catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions for the January — August period of 1972 
are estimated at $3,142 million for Canada 
compared to a level of $2,699 million for the 
corresponding period of 1971. In addition to 
the above income, farmers also received sup- 
plementary payments amounting to $62 million 
during 1972 compared to $17 million in 1971. 
For both years these payments included those 
made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm 
Assistance Act and payments made under the 
Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. 
For 1972, they also include, payments to farm- 
ers under the two-price wheat program. When 
added together cash receipts from farming op- 
erations and supplementary payments totalled 
$3,204 million, compared to the 1971 level of 
SZ LOmmiak ROT. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers 
during the first eight months of 1972 from 
the sale of field crops, cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada, and 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
amounted to $1,091 million compared to $944 
million for a similar period in 1971. These 
estimates of field crop receipts represent 
34.7 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Average prices received 
by farmers for wheat, oats and flaxseed dur- 
ing the first eight month of 1972 were above 
those prevailing in the same period of 1971. 
In contrast average prices of barley, and 
rapeseed were lower than during the 1971 pe- 
riod. Increased marketings occurred for wheat, 
barley and rapeseed while the quantities of 
oats and flaxseed, sold in 1972 declined from 
the previous year's level.

Le présent bulletin comprend, par produit et 
par province, l'estimation des recettes monétaires 
provenant de l'exploitation agricole pour la pério- 
de de janvier a aofit 1972, de méme que des données 
comparables des années précédentes. [1 contient 
aussi les recettes des ventes des produits agrico- 
les, les paiements de participation de la Commis- 
sion canadienne du blé sur les récoltes de céréales 
des années précédentes, les avances nettes a 1'é- 
gard des grains entreposés dans les fermes de 
l'Ouest du Canada et les paiements d'appoint de la 
Commission sur la stabilisation des prix agricoles,. 
Aucune déduction n'a été faite pour tenir compte 
du coat de production des denrées vendues. L'es- 
timation des cotits occasionnés par 1l'exploitation 
agricole ainsi que le revenu agricole global sont 
publiés annuellement dans le bulletin de Statisti- 
que Canada portant le numéro de catalogue 21-202, 
Farm Net Income. 


Les recettes nettes monétaires provenant de 
l'exploitation agricole pour la période de janvier 
a aot 1972 sont estimées a 3,142 millions de dol- 
lars pour le Canada, comparativement a 2,699 mil- 
lions de dollars pour la période correspondante en 
1971. En plus du revenu mentionné ci-dessus, les 
cultivateurs ont recu des paiements supplémentaires 
s'élevant & 62 millions de dollars pendant 1'année 
1972 au lieu de 17 millions de dollars en 1971. 
Ces paiements comprenaient, pour les deux années, 
les sommes versées en vertu de la Loi sur 1l'assis- 
tance a l'agriculture des Prairies et les paiements 
versés en vertu du Programme de réduction des stocks 
de blé. En 1972, ils incluaient aussi les paiements 
versés en vertu du programme de deux-prix de blé. 
La somme des recettes en espéces provenant de 1'ex- 
ploitation agricole et des paiements supplémentai- 
res atteignait 3,204 millions de dollars, compara- 
tivement a 2,716 millions de dollars en 1971. 


Grandes cultures. — La somme totale des recet- 
tes des cultivateurs provenant de la vente des pro- 
duits des grandes cultures, des avances monétaires 
sur les grains entreposés dans les fermes de 1'QOuest 
du Canada et des paiements de participation de la 
Commission canadienne du blé atteignait 1,091 mil- 
lions de dollars pour la période janvier — aofit de 
1972, comparativement 4 944 millions de dollars pour 
la période correspondante de 1971. Les présentes 
estimations des recettes provenant des grandes cul- 
tures représentent 34.7 % du total des recettes moné 
taires des cultivateurs provenant de 1'exploitation 
agricole. Le prix moyen payé aux agriculteurs pour 
le blé, l'avoine et le lin, pendant la période jan- 
vier — aoGt de 1972 a augmenté par rapport a la pé- 
riode correspondante de 1971. Par contre le prix 
moyen de l'orge et du colza était inférieur a celui 
de la période correspondante de 1971. En 1972, il 
s'est vendu davantage de blé, d'orge et de colza 
que les années précédentes mais il s'est vendu 
moins d'avoine et de lin.

Livestock and Livestock Products. — 
Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale 
of livestock and livestock products during 
the first eight months of 1972 amounted to 
$1,953 million compared to a level of $1,692 
million for the same months of 1971. These 
receipts for 1972 represent 62.1 % of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations. 
Compared to the same period of 1971 average 
prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs 
and dairy products. Marketing of cattle and 
dairy products showed an increase over the 
previous year while sales of hogs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming 
operations include the returns from all sales 
of agricultural products except those asso- 
ciated with direct inter-farm transfers. The 
prices used to value all products sold are 
prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, 
but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not 
actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the prep- 
aration of these estimates include the Cen- 
suses of Agriculture; periodic bureau surveys 
of production and disposition of crops, lives- 
tock and animal products; farm product marke- 
ting agencies; processors of agricultural 
products; bureau surveys of prices received 
by farmers in connection with agricultural 
activities; agricultural statistics arising 
out of administrative responsibilities of 
various government departments both Federal 
and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the es- 
timates are continually being revised it is 
not possible to subtract the previously pu- 
blished accumulated values from the presently 
published values to obtain the correct value 
of receipts for a single month. 


Bétail et produits de 1'élevage. — Le mon- 


tant des recettes monétaires prevenant de la ven- 
te des bestiaux et des produits de 1'élevage au 
cours des huit premiers mois de 1972 a atteint 
1,953 millions de dollars contre 1,692 millions de 
dollars pour les m@€mes mois en 1971. Ces recettes 
pour 1972 constituent 62.1 % du total des recettes 
monétaires des cultivateurs provenant de 1'exploi- 
tation agricole. Comparativement a la période cor- 
respondante en 1971, le prix moyen a augmenté pour 
les bétes 4 cornes, les veaux, les porcs et les 
produits laitiers. Les ventes de bétes & cornes 
et produits laitiers étaient en augmentation sur 
l'année précédente; par contre, les ventes de 
porcs ont diminué. 


Les estimations des recettes en espéces pro- 
venant des exploitations agricoles concernent tou- 
tes ventes de produits agricoles sauf celles qui 
se rapportent aux échanges directs entre les fermes. 
Les prix d'évaluation des produits vendus sont 
des subventions, des boni et des primes visant cer- 
tains produits, mais non des frais d'entreposage, 
de transport, de transformation et de manutention 
que le cultivateur ne touche pas. 


Les sources de renseignements utilisés pour 
établir les présentes estimations comprennent les 
recensements de l'agriculture, les enquétes pério- 
diques de Statistique Canada sur la production et 
la vente des récoltes, du bétail et des produits 
de 1'élevage; les organismes de commercialisation 
et les industries de transformation des produits 
agricoles; les relevés de Statistique Canada des 
prix touchés par les cultivateurs; et les statis- 
tiques agricoles dont 1'élaboration reléve de di- 
vers ministéres tant fédéraux que provinciaux.

JANUARY — SEPTEMBER 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period 
January to September 1972 together with com- 
parable data for previous years. Included in 
this report are cash receipts from the sale of 
farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain 
crops, net cash advances on farm-stored grains 
in Western Canada and deficiency payments 
made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. 
No deductions have been made for the cost of 
production of commodities sold. Estimates of 
expenses involved in farming operations to- 
gether with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication 
"Farm Net Income" (catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming ope- 
rations for the January — September period 
of 1972 are estimated at $3,662.8 million for 
Canada compared to a level of $3,189.3 million 
for the corresponding period of 1971. In 
addition to the above income, farmers also 
received supplementary payments amounting 
to $66.8 million during 1972 compared to $17.5 
million in 1971. For both years these pay- 
ments included those make under the provisions 
of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and pay- 
ments made under the Lower Inventory for 
Tomorrow (LIFT) program. For 1972, they also 
include, payments to farmers under the two- 
price wheat program. When added together 
cash receipts from farming operations and sup- 
plementary payments totalled $3,729.6 mil- 
lion, compared to the 1971 level of $3,206.8 
million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers 
during the first nine months of 1972 from the 
sale of field crops, cash advances on farm- 
stored grains in Western Canada, and Canadian 
Wheat Board participation payments amounted 
to $1,305.0 million compared to $1,149.7 mil- 
lion for a similar period in 1971. These es- 
timates of field crop receipts represent 35.6 % 
of farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
operations. Average prices received by farn- 
ers for wheat, oats, flaxseed, soybeans and 
potatoes during the first nine months of 1972 
were above those prevailing in the same 
period of 1971. In contrast average prices of 
barley, rye and rapeseed were lower than 
during the 1971 period. Increased marketings 
occurred for wheat, barley, rye and rapeseed

while the quantities of oats, flaxseed and 
potatoes, sold in 1972 declined from the pre- 
vious year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — 
Total cash receipts to farmers from the sale 
of livestock and livestock products during the 
first nine months of 1972 amounted to $2,246.7 
million compared to a level of $1,954.0 mil- 
lion for the same months of 1971. These re- 
ceipts for 1972 represent 61.3 % of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations. 
Compared to the same period of 1971 average 
prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs, 
sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. Mar- 
ketings of cattle sheep, lambs and dairy 
products showed an increase over the previous 
year while sales of calves, hogs and eggs 
declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming 
operations include the returns from all sales 
of agricultural products except those as- 
sociated with direct inter-farm transfers. 
The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, 
but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not 
actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the pre- 
paration of these estimates include the 
Censuses of Agriculture; periodic bureau sur- 
veys of production and disposition of crops, 
livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricul- 
tural products; bureau surveys of prices re- 
ceived by farmers in connection with agri- 
cultural activities; agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibilities 
of various government departments both Federal 
and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the 
estimates are continually being revised it 
is not possible to subtract the previously 
published accumulated values from the pre- 
sently published values to obtain the correct 
value of receipts for a single month.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS 
JANUARY — OCTOBER 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to October 1972 
together with comparable data for previous years. In- 
cluded in this report are cash receipts from the sale 
of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash ad- 
vances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada and 
deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabiliza- 
tion Board. No deductions have been made for the cost 
of production of commodities sold. Estimates of ex- 
penses involved in farming operations together with 
total farm income are published annually in the Statis- 
tics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (catalogue 
no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January — October period of 1972 are estimated at 
$4,234.3 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$3,697.2 million for the corresponding period of 1971. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $69.6 million during 
1972 compared to $17.6 million in 1971. For both years 
these payments included those made under the provisions 
of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments made 
under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. 
For 1972, they also include, payments to farmers under 
the two-price wheat program and cash grants paid to 
farmers in Quebec and Ontario under the rain damage 
program. When added together cash receipts from farming 
operations and supplementary payments totalled $4,304.0 
million, compared to the 1971 level of $3,714.8 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first ten months of 1972 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
amounted to $1,574.5 million compared to $1,403.0 
million for the same period in 1971. These estimates 
of field crop receipts represent 37.2 % of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations. Average 
prices received by farmers for wheat, oats, flaxseed and 
potatoes during the first ten months of 1972 were above 
those prevailing in the same period of 1971. In 
contrast average prices of barley and rapeseed were 
lower than during the 1971 period. Increased marketings 
occurred for wheat, barley and rapeseed while the 
quantities of oats and flaxseed sold in 1972 declined 
from the previous year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during the first ten months of 1972 
amounted to $2,535.7 million compared to a level of 
$2,197.0 million for the same months of 1971. These 
receipts for 1972 represent 59.9 % of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Compared to the 
same period of 1971 average prices increased for cattle, 
calves, hogs, dairy products and eggs. Marketings of 
cattle and dairy products showed an increase over the 
previous year while sales of calves, hogs and eggs 
declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be attri-

buted to specific products, but they exclude any storage, 
transportation, processing and handling charges which 
are not actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation 

of these estimates include the Censuses of Agriculture; 
periodic bureau surveys of production and disposition 
of crops, livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricultural products; 
bureau surveys of prices received by farmers in connec- 
tion with agricultural activities; agricultural statis- 
tics arising out of administrative responsibilities of 
various government departments both Federal and Provin- 
cial. 


It should be noted that because the estimates are 
continually being revised it is not possible to subtract 
the previously published accumulated values from the 
presently published values to obtain the correct value 
of receipts for a single month.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS 


JANUARY TO NOVEMBER 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to November 1972 
together with comparable data for previous years. 
Included in this report are cash receipts from the 
sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participa- 
tion payments on previous years' grain crops, net 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada 
and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization Board. No deductions have been made for 
the cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates 
of expenses involved in farming operations together 
with total farm income are published annually in the 
Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (cata- 
logue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-November period of 1972 are estimated at 
$4,831 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$4,125 million for the corresponding period of 1971. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $73 million during 
1972 compared to $18 million in 1971. For both years 
these payments included those made under the provisions 
of the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments made 
under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. 
For 1972, they also include payments to farmers under 
the two-price wheat program and cash grants paid to 
farmers in Quebec and Ontario under the rain damage 
program. When added together cash receipts from farm- 
ing operations and supplementary payments totalled 
$4,904 million, compared to the 1971 level of $4,143 
million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first eleven months of 1972 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation pay- 
ments amounted to $1,873 million compared to $1,574 


million for the same period in 1971. These estimates of 


field crop receipts represent 39 % of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Average prices 
received by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, flaxseed, 
soybeans and potatoes during the first eleven months 
of 1972 were above those prevailing in the same period 
of 1971. In contrast average prices of rye and 
rapeseed were lower than during the 1971 period. In- 
creased marketings occurred for wheat, barley, rye and 
rapeseed while the quantities of oats, flaxseed and 
potatoes sold in 1972 declined from the previous 
year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during the first eleven months of 
1972 amounted to $2,820 million compared to a level of 
$2,443 million for the same months of 1971. These 
receipts for 1972 represent 58 % of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Compared to 
the same period of 1971 average prices increased for 
cattle, calves, hogs, dairy products and eggs. Mar- 
ketings of cattle and dairy products showed an increase 
over the previous year while sales of hogs and eggs 
declined, 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricultu- 
ral products except those associated with direct in- 
ter-farm transfers. The prices used to value all 
products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level;

1,873 millions de dollars pour la période janvier-novembre de 
1972, comparativement a4 1,574 millions de dollars pour la pé- 
riode correspondante de 1971. Les présentes estimations des 
recettes provenant des grandes cultures représentent 39 % du 
total des recettes monétaires des cultivateurs provenant de 
l'exploitation agricole. Le prix moyen payé aux agriculteurs 
pour le blé, l'avoine, l'orge, le lin, le soya et les pommes 
de terre pendant la période janvier-novembre de 1972 a aug- 
menté par rapport a la période correspondante de 1971.

they include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which 
can be attributed to specific products, but they 
exclude any storage, transportation, processing and 
handling charges which are not actually received by 
farmers. 


Sources of information used in the preparation 
of these estimates include the Censuses of Agriculture; 
periodic bureau surveys of production and disposition 
of crops, livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricultural prod- 
ucts; bureau surveys of prices received by farmers in 
connection with agricultural activities; and agricul- 
tural statistics arising out of administrative respon- 
sibilities of various government departments both 
Federal and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the estimates 
are continually being revised it is not possible to 
subtract the previously published accumulated values 
from the presently published values to obtain the 
correct value of receipts for a single month.

FARM CASH RECEIPTS, 


JANUARY TO DECEMBER 1972(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and 
by province, estimates of farm cash receipts 
from farming operations for the period January 
to December 1972 together with comparable data 
for previous years. Included in this report 
ate cash receipts from the sale of farm 
products, Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments on previous years' grain crops, net 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board, 

No deductions have been made for the cost 

of production of commodities sold. Estimates 
of expenses involved in farming operations 
together with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication 
"Farm Net Income" (catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions for the January-December period of 1972 
are estimated at $5,264.4 million for Canada 
compared to a level of $4,515.9 million for 
the corresponding period of 1971. In addition 
to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $76.8 
million during 1972 compared to $18.3 million 
in 1971. For both years these payments inclu- 
ded those made under the provisions of the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments made 
under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) 
program. For 1972, they also include payments 
to farmers under the two-price wheat program 
and cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec and 
Ontario under the rain damage program. When 
added together cash receipts from farming ope- 
rations and supplementary payments totalled 
$5,341.2 million, compared to the 1971 level

Field Crops — Total returns to farmers 
during 1972 from the sale of field crops, 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in 
Western Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board 
participation payments amounted to $2,056.2 
million compared to $1,703.4 million for 
1971. These estimates of field crop re- 
ceipts represent 39 % of farmers' total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Average 
prices received by farmers for wheat, oats, 
barley, rye, flaxseed, soybeans, potatoes 
and tobacco during 1972 were above those 
prevailing in 1971. In contrast the ave- 
rage price of rapeseed was lower than during 
1971. Increased marketings occurred for 
wheat, barley, rye and rapeseed, while the 
quantities of oats, flaxseed, and potatoes,

En plus du revenu mentionné 
ci-dessus, les cultivateurs ont recu des paiements 
supplémentaires s'élevant 4 $76.8 millions de dol- 
lars pendant l'année 1972 au lieu de $18.3 millions 
de dollars en 1971. Ces paiements comprenaient, 
pour les deux années, les sommes versées en vertu 
de la Loi sur l'assistance a l'agriculture des 
Prairies et les paiements versés en vertu du

1972, ils incluaient aussi les paiements versés 
en vertu du programme de deux-prix de blé et 
subventions en espéces versées aux agriculteurs 
du Québec et de 1'Ontario au titre du programme 
des dégats causés par les pluies. La somme des 
recettes en espéces provenant de 1'exploitation 
agricole et des paiements supplémentaires attei- 
gnait $5,341.2 millions de dollars, comparativement 
a $4,534.1 millions de dollars en 1971. 


Grandes cultures — La somme totale des recet- 
tes des cultivateurs provenant de la vente des pro- 
duits des grandes cultures, des avances monétaires 
sur les grains entreposés dans les fermes de 
1'Quest du Canada et des paiements de participa- 
tion de la Commission canadienne du blé atteignait 
$2,056.2 millions de dollars pour 1972, comparati- 
vement 4 $1,703.4 millions de dollars pour 1971. 
Les présentes estimations des recettes provenant 
des grandes cultures représentent 39 % du total 
des recettes monétaires des cultivateurs provenant 
de l'exploitation agricole. Le prix moyen payé 
aux agriculteurs pour le blé, l'avoine, l'orge, le 
seigle, le lin, le soya, les pommes de terre et le 
tabac pendant l'année 1972 a augmenté par rapport 
a 1971.

sold in 1972 declined from the previous 
year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — 
Total cash receipts to farmers from the 
sale of livestock and livestock products 
during 1972 amounted to $3,063.0 million 
compared to a level of $2,693.6 million for 
1971. These receipts for 1972 represent 58 % 
of farmers' total cash receipts from farming 
operations. Compared to 1971 average prices 
increased for cattle, calves, hogs, sheep, 
lambs, dairy products and eggs. Marketings 
of cattle, calves, sheep and dairy products 
showed an increase over the previous year 
while sales of hogs, lambs, and eggs de- 
clined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming 
operations include the returns from all sales 
of agricultural products except those asso- 
ciated with direct inter-farm transfers. The 
prices used to value all products sold are 
prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, 
but they exclude any storage, transportation, 
processing and handling charges which are not 
actually received by farmers. 


Sources of information used in the 
preparation of these estimates include the 
Censuses of Agriculture; periodic bureau sur- 
veys of production and disposition of crops, 
livestock and animal products; farm product 
marketing agencies; processors of agricultu- 
ral products; bureau surveys of prices recei- 
ved by farmers in connection with agricultural 
activities; and agricultural statistics 
arising out of administrative responsibilities 
of various government departments both Federal 
and Provincial. 


It should be noted that because the es- 
timates are continually being revised it is 
not possible to subtract the previously 
published accumulated values from the presen- 
tly published values to obtain the correct 
value of receipts for a single month.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by pro- 
vince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the month of January 1973 together with 
comparable data for previous years. Included in this 
report are cash receipts from the sale of farm products, 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous 
years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
grains in Western Canada and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No deductions 
have been made for the cost of production of commodities 
sold. Estimates of expenses involved in farming ope- 
rations together with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net 
Income" (catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January period of 1973 are estimated at $479.9 
million for Canada compared to a level of $330.1 mil- 
lion for the corresponding period of 1972. In addition 
to the above income, farmers also received supplemen- 
tary payments amounting to $1.2 million during 1973 
compared to $0.8 million in 1972. These payments in- 
clude those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower 
Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also 
include payments made to farmers under the two-price 
wheat program and cash grants paid to farmers in 
Quebec and Ontario under the rain damage program, When 
added together cash receipts from farming operations 
and supplementary payments totalled $481.1 million, 
compared to the 1972 level of $330.9 million. 


Field Crops — Total returns to farmers during the first 
month of 1973 from the sale of field crops, cash ad- 
vances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, and 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments amounted 

to $201.8 million compared to $110.4 million for the 
same period in 1972. These estimates of field crop 
receipts represent 42 % of farmers' total cash receipts 
from farming operations. Average prices received by 
farmers for wheat, oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, rape- 
seed, soybeans, and potatoes during the first month of 
1973 were above those prevailing in the same period of 
1972. Increased marketings occurred for barley, rye, 
flaxseed, rapeseed and soybeans while the quantities 

of wheat and oats sold in 1973 declined from the pre- 
vious year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — Total cash receipts 
to farmers from the sale of livestock and livestock 
products during the first month of 1973 amounted to 
$271.1 million compared to a level of $212.4 million 
for the same month of 1972. These receipts for 1973 
represent 56 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Compared to the same period of 
1972 average prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs, 
sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. Marketings of 
cattle, calves and hogs showed an increase over the 
previous year while sales of lambs, dairy products 

and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricultural 
products except those associated with direct inter- 
farm transfers. The prices used to value all products 
sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they 
include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can 
be attributed to specific products, but they exclude 
any storage, transportation, processing and handling 
charges which are not actually received by farmers.

These 
payments include those made under the provisions of 
the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments made 
under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. 
They also include payments made to farmers under the 
two-price wheat program and cash grants paid to farmers 
in Quebec and Ontario under the rain damage program. 
When added together cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions and supplementary payments totalled $937.8 
million, compared to the 1972 level of $713.0 million. 


Field Crops — Total returns to farmers during the 
first two months of 1973 from the sale of field crops, 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada, 
and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments amount - 
ed to $399.6 million compared to $275.5 million for 
the same period in 1972. These estimates of field 
crop receipts represent 43 % of farmers' total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Average prices 
received by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
flaxseed, rapeseed, soybeans, and potatoes during the 
first two months of 1973 were above those prevailing 
in the same period of 1972. Increased marketings 
occurred for flaxseed, rapeseed and soybeans, while 
the quantities of wheat, oats and barley sold in 1973 
declined from the previous year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — Total cash receipts 
to farmers from the sale of livestock and livestock 
products during the first two months of 1973 amounted 
to $522.0 million compared to a level of $420.6 
million for the same months of 1972. These receipts 
for 1973 represent 56 % of farmers' total cash receipts 
from farming operations. Compared to the same period 
of 1972 average prices increased for cattle, calves, 
hogs, sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. Market- 
ings of cattle, and hogs showed an increase over the 
previous year while sales of calves, dairy products 
and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming 
operations include the returns from all sales of 
agricultural products except those associated with 
direct inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value 
all products sold are prices to farmers at the farm 
level; they include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums 
which can be attributed to specific products, but they 
exclude any storage, transportation, processing and 
handling charges which are not actually received by 
farmers.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO APRIL 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to April 1973 toget- 
her with comparable data for previous years. Included 
in this report are cash receipts from the sale of farm 
products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada and deficiency pay- 
ments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. 

No deductions have been made for the cost of production 
of commodities sold. Estimates of expenses involved 

in farming operations together with total farm income 
are published annually in the Statistics Canada publi- 
cation "Farm Net Income’! (catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-April period of 1973 are estimated at 
$1,831.1 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$1,449.8 million for the corresponding period in 1972. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $8.0 million during 
1973 compared to $61.4 million in 1972. These payments 
include those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower 
Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also in- 
clude payments made to farmers under the two-price wheat 
program, cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec and 
Ontario under the rain damage program and payments to 
farmers in Alberta and British Columbia under the Western 
Emergency Assistance program. When added together cash 
receipts from farming operations and supplementary pay- 
ments totalled $1,839.1 million, compared to the 1972 
level of $1,511.2 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first four months of 1973 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
amounted to $644.1 million compared to $506.6 million 
for the same period in 1972. These estimates of field 
crop receipts represent 35 % of farmers’ total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Average prices re- 
ceived by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, rye, flax- 
seed, rapeseed, soybeans, and potatoes during the first 
four months of 1973 were above those prevailing in the 
same period of 1972. Increased marketings occurred for 
wheat, rapeseed and soybeans, while the quantities of 
oats, barley, rye and flaxseed, sold in 1973 declined 
from the previous year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during the first four months of 1973 
amounted to $1,151.4 million compared to a level of 
$898.6 million for the same months of 1972. These re- 
ceipts for 1973 represent 63 % of farmers' total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Compared to the same 
period of 1972 average prices increased for cattle, 
calves, hogs, sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. 
Marketings of cattle, calves, sheep and lambs showed an 
increase over the previous year while sales of hogs, 
dairy products and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural 
products except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be at- 
tributed to specific products, but they exclude any 
storage, transportation, processing and handling char- 
ges which are not actually received by farmers.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO MAY 1973(1 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to May 1973 together 
with comparable data for previous years. Included in 
this report are cash receipts from the sale of farm 
products, Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
on previous years' grain crops, net cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada and deficiency 
payments made by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. 
No deductions have been made for the cost of production 
of commodities sold. Estimates of expenses involved 
in farming operations together with total farm income 
are published annually in the Statistics Canada publi- 
cation ''Farm Net Income" (catalogue 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-May period of 1973 are estimated at $2,246.8 
million for Canada compared to a level of $1,802.2 
million for the corresponding period in 1972. In ad- 
dition to the above income, farmers also received sup- 
plementary payments amounting to $65.9 million during 
1973 compared to $61.6 million in 1972. These payments 
include those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower 
Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also in- 
clude payments made to farmers under the two-price wheat 
program, cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec and 
Ontario under the rain damage program and payments to 
farmers in Alberta and British Columbia under the Western 
Emergency Assistance program. When added together cash 
receipts from farming operations and supplementary pay- 
ments totalled $2,312.7 million, compared to the 1972 
level of $1,863.8 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first five months of 1973 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
amounted to $744.1 million compared to $591.6 million 
for the same period in 1972. These estimates of field 
crop receipts represent 33 % of farmers’ total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Average prices re- 
ceived by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, 
rapeseed, soybeans and potatoes during the first five 
months of 1973 were above those prevailing in the same 
period of 1972. Increased marketings occurred for 
wheat, rapeseed and soybeans while the quantities of 
oats, barley, rye and potatoes sold in 1973 declined 
from the previous year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during the first five months of 1973 
amounted to $1,449.4 million compared to a level of 
$1,148.4 million for the same months of 1972. These 
receipts for 1973 represent 65 % of farmers' -total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Compared to the same 
period of 1972 average prices increased for cattle, 
calves, hogs, sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. 
Marketings of cattle, sheep and lambs showed an increase 
over the previous year while sales of calves, hogs, 
dairy products and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural pro- 
ducts except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be attri- 
buted to specific products, but they exclude any storage, 
transportation, processing and handling charges which 
are not actually received by farmers.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO JUNE 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to June 1973 to- 
gether with comparable data for previous years. In- 
cluded in this report are cash receipts from the 
sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain crops, net 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada 
and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural 
Stabilization Board. No deductions have been made 
for the cost of production of commodities sold. Esti- 
mates of expenses involved in farming operations to- 
gether with total farm income are published annually 
in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" 
(catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-June period of 1973 are estimated at 
$2,826 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$2,293 million for the corresponding period in 1972. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also recei- 
ved supplementary payments amounting to $67 million 
during 1973 compared to $62 million in 1972. These 
payments include those made under the provisions of 
the Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments made 
under the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. 
They also include payments made to farmers under the 
two-price wheat program, cash grants paid to farmers 
in Quebec and Ontario under the rain damage program 
and payments to farmers in Alberta and British Colum- 
bia under the Western Emergency Assistance program.

Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first six months of 1973 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation pay- 
ments amounted to $916 million compared to $782 mil- 
lion for the same period in 1972.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO JULY 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by province 
estimates of farm cash receipts from farming operations 
for the period January to July 1973 together with com- 
parable data for previous years. Included in this re- 
port are cash receipts from the sale of farm products, 
Canadian Wheat Board participation payments on previous 
years' grain crops, net cash advances on farm-stored 
erains in Western Canada and deficiency payments made 
by the Agricultural Stabilization Board. No deductions 
have been made for the cost of production of commodities 
sold, Estimates of expenses involved in farming oper- 
ations together with total farm income are published 
annually in the Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net 
Income" (catalogue 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-July period of 1973 are estimated at $3,470 
million for Canada compared to a level of $2,756 million 
for the corresponding period in 1972. In addition to 
the above income, farmers also received supplementary 
payments amounting to $70 million during 1973 compared 
to $62 million in 1972. These payments include those 
made under the provisions of the Prairie Farm Assistance 
Act and payments made under the Lower Inventory for 
Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also include payments 
made to farmers under the two-price wheat program, cash 
grants paid to farmers in Quebec and Ontario under the 
rain damage program and payments to farmers in Alberta 
and British Columbia under the Western Emergency Assis- 
tance program. When added together cash receipts from 
farming operations and supplementary payments totalled 
$3,541 million, compared to the 1972 level of $2,817 
million. 


Field Crops — Total returns to farmers during the 
first seven months of 1973 from the sale of field crops, 
cash advances on farm-stored grain in Western Canada, 
and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments amounted 
to $1,236 million compared to $975 million for the same 
period in 1972. These estimates of field crop receipts 
represent 36 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Average prices received by farmers 
for wheat, oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, rapeseed, soy- 
beans and potatoes during the first seven months of 
1973 were above those prevailing in the same period of 
1972. Increased marketings occurred for wheat and soy- 
beans while the quantities of oats, barley, rye, flax- 
seed, rapeseed and potatoes sold in 1973 declined from 
the previous year's level. 


Livestock and livestock Products — Total cash re- 
ceipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and live- 
stock products during the first seven months of 1973 
amounted to $2,159 million compared to a level of $1,690 
million for the same months of 1972. These receipts for 
1973 represent 62 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Compared to the same period of 1972 
average prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs, 
sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. Marketings of 
cattle and calves showed an increase over the previous 
year while sales of hogs, dairy products and eggs de- 
clined, 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming operations 
include the returns from all sales of agricultural prod- 
ucts except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be attrib- 
uted to specific products, but they exclude any storage, 
transportation, processing and handling charges which 
are not actually received by farmers.

de la Commission canadienne du blé atteignait 1,236 millions de 
dollars pour la période janvier-juillet de 1973, comparativement 
a 975 millions de dollars pour la période correspondante de

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO AUGUST 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to August 1973 
together with comparable data for previous years. 
Included in this report are cash receipts from the 
sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain crops, net 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada 
and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization Board. No deductions have been made for 
the cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates 
of expenses involved in farming operations together 
with total farm income are published annually in the 
Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" 
(catalogue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-August period of 1973 are estimated at 
$4,020 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$3,146 million for the corresponding period in 1972. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $72 million during 
1973 compared to $62 million in 1972. These payments 
include those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower 
Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also in- 
clude payments made to farmers under the two-price 
wheat program, cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec 
and Ontario under the rain damage program and payments 
to farmers in Alberta and British Columbia under the 
Western Emergency Assistance program. When added 
together cash receipts from farming operations and 
supplementary payments totalled $4,092 million, com- 
pared to the 1972 level of $3,208 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first eight months of 1973 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation pay- 
ments amounted to $1,383 million compared to $1,100 
million for the same period in 1972. These estimates 
of field crop receipts represent 34 % of farmers' 
total cash receipts from farming operations. Average 
prices received by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, flaxseed, rapeseed, soybeans and potatoes during 
the first eight months of 1973 were above those pre- 
vailing in the same period of 1972. Increased market- 
ings occurred for wheat and soybeans, while the quan- 
tities of oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, rapeseed and 
potatoes sold in 1973 declined from the previous year's 
level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during the first eight months of 
1973 amounted to $2,549 million compared toa level of 
$1,945 million for the same months of 1972. These 
receipts for 1973 represent 63 % of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Compared to 
the same period of 1972 average prices increased for 
cattle, calves, hogs, sheep, lambs, dairy products and 
eggs. Marketings of cattle, calves, sheep and lambs 
showed an increase over the previous year while sales 
of hogs, dairy products and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricul- 
tural products except those associated with direct 
inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value all 
products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; 
they include any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which 
can be attributed to specific products, but they ex- 
clude any storage, transportation, processing and 


handling charges which are not actually received by 
farmers.

Bétail et produits de 1'élevage. — Le montant des recet- 


tes monétaires provenant de la vente des bestiaux et des pro- 
duits de 1'élevage au cours des huit premiers mois de 1973 a 
atteint 2,549 millions de dollars contre 1,945 millions de 
dollars pour les m@émes mois de 1972. Ces recettes pour 1973 
constituent 63 % du total des recettes monétaires des culti- 
vateurs provenant de l'exploitation agricole. Comparativement 
a la période correspondante en 1972, le prix moyen a augmenté 
pour les bétes a cornes et les veaux, les porcs, les moutons 
et les agneaux, les produits laitiers et les oeufs. Les ventes 
de bétes a cornes, veaux, moutons et agneaux étaient en aug- 
mentation sur l'année précédente; par contre, les ventes de 
pores, produits laitiers et oeufs ont diminué. 


Les estimations des recettes en espéces provenant des 
exploitations agricoles concernent toutes les ventes de pro- 
duits agricoles sauf celles qui se rapportent aux échanges 
directs entre les fermes.

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO SEPTEMBER 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to September 1973 
together with comparable data for previous years. 
Included in this report are cash receipts from the 
sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participa- 
tion payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash 
advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada and 
deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabili- 
zation Board. No deductions have been made for the 
cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates of 
expenses involved in farming operations together with 
total farm income are published annually in the Sta- 
tistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (catalo- 
gue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations. for 
the January — September period of 1973 are estimated 
at $4,728 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$3,655 million for the corresponding period in 1972. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $72 million dur- 
ing 1973 compared to $67 million in 1972. These pay- 
ments include those made under the provisions of the 
Prairie Farm Assistance Act and payments made under 
the Lower Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They 
also include payments made to farmers under the two- 
price wheat program, cash grants paid to farmers in 
Quebec and Ontario under the rain damage program and 
payments to farmers in Alberta and British Columbia 
under the Western Emergency Assistance program. When 
added together cash receipts from farming operations 
and supplementary payments totalled $4,799 million, 
compared to the 1972 level of $3,722 million. 


Field Crops — Total returns to farmers during the 
first nine months of 1973 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation pay- 
ments amounted to $1,707 million compared to $1,304 
million for the same period in 1972. These estimates 
of field crop receipts represent 36 % of farmers' to- 
tal cash receipts from farming operations. Average 
prices received by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, 
rye, flaxseed, rapeseed, soybeans, corn and potatoes 
during the first nine months of 1973 were above those 
prevailing in the same period of 1972. Increased 
marketings occurred for soybeans, while the quantities 
of wheat, oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, rapeseed, corn 
and potatoes sold in 1973 declined from the previous 
year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — Total cash receipts 
to farmers from the sale of livestock and livestock 
products during the first nine months of 1973 amounted 
to $2,920 million compared to a level of $2,236 million 
for the same months of 1972. These receipts for 1973 
represent 62 % of farmers' total cash receipts from 
farming operations. Compared to the same period of 
1972 average prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs, 
sheep, lambs, dairy products and eggs. Marketings of 
cattle, calves and sheep showed an increase over the 
previous year while sales of hogs, lambs, dairy pro- 
ducts and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricultur- 
al products except those associated with direct inter- 
farm transfers. The prices used to value all products 
sold are prices to farmers at the farm level; they

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO NOVEMBER 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to November 1973 
together with comparable data for previous years. 
Included in this report are cash receipts from the 
sale of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board partici- 
pation payments on previous years' grain crops, net 
cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada 
and deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Sta- 
bilization Board. No deductions have been made for 
the cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates 
of expenses involved in farming operations together 
with total farm income are published annually in the 
Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (cata- 
logue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-November period of 1973 are estimated at 
$6,337 million for Canada compared to a level of 
$4,828 million for the corresponding period in 1972. 
In addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $72 million during 
1973 compared to $76 million in 1972. These payments 
include those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower 
Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also 
include payments made to farmers under the two-price 
wheat program, cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec 
and Ontario under the rain damage program and payments 
to farmers in Alberta and British Columbia under the 
Western Emergency Assistance program. When added 
together cash receipts from farming operations and 
supplementary payments totalled $6,408 million, com- 
pared to the 1972 level of $4,904 million. 


Field Crops. — Total returns to farmers during 
the first eleven months of 1973 from the sale of field 
crops, cash advances on farm-stored grains in Western 
Canada, and Canadian Wheat Board participation payments 
amounted to $2,550 million compared to $1,884 million 
for the same period in 1972. These estimates of field 
crop receipts represent 40 % of farmers' total cash 
receipts from farming operations. Average prices 
received by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, rye, flax- 
seed, rapeseed, soybeans, corn and potatoes during the 
first eleven months of 1973 were above those prevailing 
in the same period of 1972. Quantities of wheat, oats, 
barley, rye, flaxseed, rapeseed, soybeans, corn and 
potatoes sold in 1973 declined from the previous 
year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products. — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during the first eleven months of 
1973 amounted to $3,643 million compared to a level 
of $2,803 million for the same months of 1972. These 
receipts for 1973 represent 57 % of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Compared to 
the same period of 1972 average prices increased for 
cattle, calves, hogs, sheep, lambs, dairy products and 
eggs. Marketings of cattle and sheep showed an in- 
crease over the previous year while sales of calves, 
hogs, lambs, dairy products and eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricul- 
tural products except those associated with direct 
inter-farm transfers. The prices used to value all 
products sold are prices to farmers at the farm level;

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FARM CASH RECEIPTS, JANUARY TO DECEMBER 1973(1) 


This report presents, by commodity and by prov- 
ince, estimates of farm cash receipts from farming 
operations for the period January to December 1973 
together with comparable data for previous years. 
Included in this report are cash receipts from the sale 
of farm products, Canadian Wheat Board participation 
payments on previous years' grain crops, net cash 
advances on farm-stored grains in Western Canada and 
deficiency payments made by the Agricultural Stabili- 
zation Board. No deductions have been made for the 
cost of production of commodities sold. Estimates of 
expenses involved in farming operations together with 
total farm income are published annually in the 
Statistics Canada publication "Farm Net Income" (cata- 
logue no. 21-202). 


Total cash receipts from farming operations for 
the January-December period of 1973 are estimated at 
$6,670 million for Canada compared to a level of $5,310 
million for the corresponding period in 1972. In 
addition to the above income, farmers also received 
supplementary payments amounting to $72 million during 
1973 compared to $77 million in 1972. These payments 
include those made under the provisions of the Prairie 
Farm Assistance Act and payments made under the Lower 
Inventory for Tomorrow (LIFT) program. They also in- 
clude payments made to farmers under the two-price 
wheat program, cash grants paid to farmers in Quebec 
and Ontario under the rain damage program and payments 
to farmers in Alberta and British Columbia under the 
Western Emergency Assistance program. When added to- 
gether cash receipts from farming operations and 
supplementary payments totalled $6,741 million, com- 
pared to the 1972 level of $5,387 million. 


Field Crops — Total returns to farmers during 
1973 from the sale of field crops, cash advances on 
farm-stored grains in Western Canada, and Canadian Wheat 
Board participation payments amounted to $2,499 million 
compared to $2,084 million for 1972. These estimates 
of field crop receipts represent 37% of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Average prices 
received by farmers for wheat, oats, barley, rye, 
flaxseed, rapeseed, soybeans, corn and potatoes during 
1973 were above those prevailing in 1972. Quantities of 
wheat, oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, rapeseed, soybeans, 
corn and potatoes sold in 1973 declined from the previ- 
ous year's level. 


Livestock and Livestock Products — Total cash 
receipts to farmers from the sale of livestock and 
livestock products during 1973 amounted to $4,011 
million compared to a level of $3,077 million for 1972. 
These receipts for 1973 represent 60% of farmers' total 
cash receipts from farming operations. Compared 1972 
average prices increased for cattle, calves, hogs, sheep, 
lambs, dairy products and eggs. Marketings of cattle 
and sheep showed an increase over the previous year 
while sales of calves, hogs, lambs, dairy products and 
eggs declined. 


Estimates of cash receipts from farming opera- 
tions include the returns from all sales of agricultural 
products except those associated with direct inter-farm 
transfers. The prices used to value all products sold 
are prices to farmers at the farm level; they include 
any subsidies, bonuses and premiums which can be attri- 
buted to specific products, but they exclude any storage,
